years ago and was overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed. It baa come up year after year ever 
since, but tois year the men who are be- 
hind it are exerting all their influence to 
foist their scheme upon the city council. 
The syndicate proposes to gal as much 
from the city for their swamp iand as 
would pay three times over for good land 
outside the city. Tha amount asked Is 
about $200,000, while the land is actually 
not worth more than §25,000. 
'Die city cannot afford to embark in 


such a venture. If a new park is wanted 
by the city there Is plenty of sukabla land 
to be bad cheap a little further out in the 
suburbs where a park ten titties as big can 
be purchased for one quarter the amount 
asked for the syndicate park land. 


The methods adopted by the men who 


are behind this scheme can be judged by 
their conduct at the public hearing on the 
question when they Insulted decent men 
who appeared there to remonstrate against 
the scheme. There are 400 large taxpayers 
who oppose the project and behind them 
are 50,000 people who do not want to see 
the city swindled. A good park can be 
secured in Indian Orchard or in any other 
outlet of the city at a reasonable expense 
and will serve the public quite as welt or 
better than the swampy land at the foot of 
Fort Hill. 
It would take a very large amount to 


put this land in shape to serve as a park. 
The city cannot afford tt> contract needless 
debts that will so increase the tax. rate that 
manufacturing concerns wilt not come 
here. The city council should promptly 
reject the proposal to purchase the land 
adjoining Fort Hill park.

UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


How Laws For the Protection of La 


bor Are Overthrown. 


Decision of the Supreme Comrt of Illinois—Jugg- 


ling With Sweet Sounding Words—Unusual 
Thoughts on the Subject of Constitutions. 


The supreme court ot Illinois has de- 


clared that the weekly payment law, 
which was passed by the legislature in 
1891, is unconstitutional. So it goes all 
around. Anything that is intended us a 
protection of the poor ngain&t the greed 
of the rich, of tho -weak against the op- 
pression of tho strong, is» unconstitu- 
tional. No wonder the powers that bo 
are BO devoted to constitutions. It is 
about time, if the people expect to bo al- 
lowed to live at all as human beings, 
that wo had some new constitutions. It 
is very clear that Illinois neoite ono. 


, Through tho influence of organizecl labor 
icveral labor reform bills wore adopted 


1 by the Illinois assembly of 1DD1. Nearly 
every one of these laws has since been 
declared unconstitutional. Constitutiona 
•nd supreme courts seem to be beyond 
tho influence of tho workingman's bal- 
lot. If the majority says so, they can 
both bo abolished. 


But about the weekly payment law 


and the supreme court's declarations 
concerning it: The law declares that 
"every manufacturing, mining, quarry- 
ing, lumbering, mercantile, street, elec- 
tric and elevated railway, steamboat, 
telegraph, telephone and municipal cor- 
poration," and other companies named, 
"shall pay weekly each and every em- 
ployee engaged in its business the wages 
earned by such employee to within six 
days of tho elate of such payment." The 
law also forbids employees from mak- 
ing special contracts waiving their rights 
as guaranteed in the law—that is, no 
employee shall connive with his em- 
ployer for tho defeat of the law by agree- 
ing to accept his wages once in two 
Weeks, four weeka or in any manner oth- 
er than as provided in the act. The su- 
preme court rests ita decision in part 
upon tho discrimination made in the act, 
as it names certain corporations which 
•hall pay employees weekly, and this is 
denned aa special legislation. 


There are several of what are intended 


as general propositions laid down in 
this latest declaration of tho Illinois su- 
preme- court, and aa it ia the custom of 
courts to bolster up their frequently 
unique positions by reference to pre- 
viously rendered decisions of other 
courts it may be well to look into sorao 
of these propositions. 
The Chicago 


Herald says, "This decision should be 
memorable and a precedent of the high- 
est value for its declarations outside of 
the mere technical rulings." Here is 
the high sounding paragraph in the de- 
cision which draws so heavily upon The 
Herald's stock of flapdoodle: 


Tho fundamental principle upon which 


liberty ta based in a f rco and enlightened gov - 
eminent fs equality under tho law of tho land. 
It has accordingly been every where held that 
liberty, as timt term la used in the constitu- 
tion, means not only freedom of the citlcen 
from servitude and restraint, but is deemed 
to embrace the right of every man to he free 
In tho use of hb poncra and faculties, and to 
adopt and pursue such avocation or calling as 
he may choose, subject only to tho restraints 
necessary toeocuro the Common welfare. 


That is the same stereotyped bun- 


combe that Judge Ricks used at Toledo 
when he declared that a railroad en- 
gineer should not "be free in the use of 
hia powers and faculties" when such 
freedom interfered with tho operations 
of a railroad monopoly. It is tho regu- 
lation guff which is used to bamboozle 
gudgeons. ' 'Liberty" and "freedom" are 
wotda which appeal to the sentimental 
side of every civilized being; they touch 
the heart, quicken the pulse and arouse 
the better nature in every American as 
no other words do, and nobodv knows 
this better than would be masters and 
the tricksters who would aid them iu 
enslaving their fellow men. Hence poli- 
tician and plutocrat juggle with those 
words, dazzling the eyes of sincere pa- 
triots while forging the chains with 
which to bind them. I have noticed 
that those who prate most about the 
danger to freedom and liberty from the 
interference of organized society are 
those who through manipulations of that 
organization are enabled to feather their 
own nests at the expense of others. 


The "common welfare" is another 


itock expression of the flimflammers. 
In the lexicon of the average supreme 
judge the "common welfare" means tho 
undisturbed operation of a system which 
enables the few to enjoy the fruits of 
the labor of the many. According to 
tho supreme court of Illinois a man may 
enjoy liberty and exercise tho rights of 
a freeman up to the point where ho be- 
gins to impose upon the common wel- 
fare. That is a sound principle, but eas- 
ily one-half of our institutions conflict 
with it, and when the rights of a labor- 
ing man have been in question tho courts 
of the land, in a majority of cases, have 
trodden it under foot. The weekly pay- 
ment law in Illinois was made necessary 
by the rules enforced by many corpora- 
tions of paying their employees in checks 
once a month, which checks could only 
be cashed at the company store. This 
custom was known as tho infamous 
"truck system," by the aid of which cor- 
porations robbed their employees of 10 
to 40 per cent of their earnings. Com- 
mon welfare demanded that tho men 
give up their right to make individual 
contracts for the protection of them- 
selves and their fellows against the rob- 
ber barons. It was the surrender of a 
theoretical right in exchange for sub- 
stantial justice. 


Here is another way to look at this 


question: A green goods man and his 
victim make a deal (recognized by both 
to be shady). Only by considerable 
atretcbing can "common welfare" be 
drawn into the transaction, and yet we 
h»V« law*, nevqr decided unconstitu- 
tional, probibitine rrach'"freedom1" and

providing for the punishment of thi 
green goods man. Thus it is perfectly 
in accord with constitutions to proven 
a man who is willing to profit by han 
dlmg counterfeit money from being 
robbed and to restore to him hia money 
but an honest workingman may not pro 
tect his earnings by a law which pre 
vents his follows from breaking down a 
just rule of cash payments because, for- 
sooth, that would interfere with some 
body's "liberty" and "freedom." Under 
this decision laws prohibiting the em- 
ployment of children under a certain age 
may bo declared unconstitutional, anc 
many others which will occur to the 
reader. By the way, how about the 
law punishing those who attempt suicide 
iml fail? 


I rather lean toward the opinion thai 


the decision of tho Illinois judges will be 
accepted moro cheerfully by the corpo- 
rations than by tho workingmen. The 
employers are strong on that kind ol 
freedom which enables them to pay their 
employees when they please and in the 
checks which they cash at their store. 
Pay daya a month apart compels the 
employee to "fun a bill" at the store, 
and as that is the only place where he 
can get what he and his family have to 
have, he pays the exorbitant prices 
charged or goes without. Those who 
have investigated the "truck" system 
know that tho majority of employees 
where tho- system is in operation do not 
handle a dollar of money in a year 
Just how far back toward the "truck" 
system this supreme court decision turns 
Illinois I am not aware, but that it opens 
the way for its full reinstatement in 
time I do not doubt. 


A few words in conclusion about con- 


stitutions. Isn't it about time that the 
absurd worship of documents which are 
always so handy aa clubs to pound the 
people into subjection should stop? 
They do not assure a single right nor 
prevent a solitary wrong. A constitu- 
tion is said to be a declaration of princi- 
ples, but laws must be enacted to put 
those principles in force. The constitu- 
tion at best is but a collection of axioms 
upon which laws may rest, but if, aa it 
appears, that constitution is open to dif- 
ferent constructions, what security is 
there in a law? Look how it works: An 
overwhelming majority in a state or the 
nation may demand certain legislation, 
but after it is enacted half a dozen men 
as supreme court judges, influenced by 
prejudice or otherwise, can defeat the 
will of the people bj> declaring that their 


iistitutlon will not permits them to 
dve thsir will. 


There are principles set down in the 


constitution of the United States for 
which I have an admiration as high as 
that of any other man in the country, but 
that is purely a sentiment. When we 
come to practical things under our form 
of government, we must express our 
will in congressional enactments. What 
I object to is that half a dozen old fogies 
may put themselves up against the will 
of the people as expressed through their 
representatives, wrapping themselves 
in a document that is too sacred to 
amend except under the most vital cir- 
cumstances, and then with great dif- 
ficvilty, say in graveyard tones,' 'The con- 
stitution, as we, its especial spokesmen, 
read it, declares that you cannot do this 
thing yon desire, but must keep on in 
the old way." We ought to hitch both 
teams at the front end of our chariot, or 
cut the traces of tho team that is hold- 
ing back.

Franolili* Reform Cheeked In Austria. 
It appears that the German socialists 


in Vienna and1 the other large towns in 
Austria, as well as the Slavs throughout 
tho Cis-Leithon kingdom, are to be dis- 
appointed in their hope of gaining the 
right to vote for members of the reichs- 
rath. Count Taaffe has succumbed to a 
coalition of the German "Left, which haa 
sacrificed the German workingmen to 
their middle class compatriots, with the 
representatives of the Polish and Bo- 
hemian aristocracy, who have shown 
themselves equally indifferent to the in- 
terests of the masses of their countrymen. 


For the present the project of reform 


has miscarried, because the Hapsburg 
kaiser, deferring possibly to influence 
from Berlin, haa refused to sustain hia 
ministry. Had Count Taaffe been upheld 
by his sovereign, he would have dissolved 
the reichsrath and ordered a new general 
election. He certainly would not have 
consented, before a vote of censure was 
passed, to withdraw hia bill and recon- 
btruct the cabinet.—New York Sun.

light compared with the tragedies of no 
work. The moat pathetic of all pleas is 
the plea for work—when a soul only begs 
tho chance to earn on honest livelihood. 
Think of it, you who grow hard and self- 
ish in your prosperity, who grow nerv- 
ous and sleepless when your gains stop 
Increasing—when your interest on in- 
vested funds is not forthcoming!

The forthcoming con- 
vention will afford an excellent opportunity 
for the wageworkers of our country, who ore 
more directly interested than all others In the 
solution of the great problems confronting our 
people, to declare for and to take such action 
as will crystallize, develop and attain the no- 
ble purposes of our organization. 


To protest against the violations of law and 
to tho omissions to enforce other laws enacted

Some New York Factory CHrl*. 


Mrs. Nagle, deputy factory inspector, 


cjrows eloquent in speaking of the unself- 
ishness prevalent among the factory girls 
of New York. Frequently the laws are 
violated under the stress of biting pov- 
erty. Piece workers jefuse to take the 
noon recess. It is not an uncommon oc- 
currence to see an operator on fur goods 
or clothing open a drawer in the ma- 
chine table, take out a. roll, and, without 
stopping to remove the fluff from it, feed 
iersclf with one hand while she guides 
the work under the needle with the other. 


Girls who work this way are, as a rule, 


poor immigrants from Russia or Italy. 
These, too, are the indefatigable toilers 
who take work horn* and sew half the 
night. They are strong, or they couldn't 
do it. Few of them do it long, however. 
They taarry early in life, work a few 
months, save all they make and go west 
or south with their husbands. 


Striker* Are 8*111 Cltlx«n*. 


Several members of the amalgamated 


building trades in New York city were 
recently arrested for walking up and 
down the public streets in the vicinity of 


job which they had "struck." Com- 


plaint was mode to the board of police 
commissioners by a committee from the 
board of walking delegates. The com- 
mittee further alleged that the police- 
men had instructions to arrest any 
striker who presented himself in the 
alocks specified.

How to Moiwur« tb« Earth. 


Zt was not until 1669 that the circum- 


ference of the earth •was reckoned at ap- 
proximately 25,000 miles, but an aston- 
ishingly good estimate of tbe measure- 
ment •yrap made on> correct mathematical 
principles by Erastosthenes, an astrono- 
mer who died 860 years "before the Chris- 
tian era. It had been known by astrono- 
mers for 400-years before that that the 
earth was spherical, but Erastosthenea 
was the first who is known-to have under- 
;aken the measurement, and he devised 
the method now uaefl. Hfe observed that 
at Syene, in'b^er Bgyijt, the sun was ex- 
actly vertical 6ta -the day of the summer 
solstice, while at Alexandria'it was 7 de- 
grees and 12 minutes away from the 
zenith. He assumed'that'the two places 
were on the same meridian, and that 
they were 5,000 stadia'or 625 miles apart, 
and on these assumptions figured the 
circumference of the globe at 81,860 
miles. Unfortunately the distance could 
not be accurately measured between the 
cities by any methods then in use. In 
1669 the telescope was applied to meridi- 
an measurement by tv» frenchman named 
Pickard. TriangulatiQn was not used 
until about the yearrlOOO. Prior to that 
inear measurement b'yjrods, chains or 
the revolutions of carriage wheels was 
relied upon, and'the results were natu- 
rally inaccurate. 


How to Make a Pocket ZAmp. 


In an ounce bottle put a piece of phos- 


phorus the-size of a grain of corn. Pour 
n olive oil heated to the boiling point 
until one-third full.,then cork ti|htly. 
When wanted, uncork, and the action uf 
the air will make the space above the 
oil bright enough to see several feet or to 
look at a watch. As it is impossible for 
a flame to form, this is perfectly aofe. 
The glow lasts from two to five minutes 
and may be renewed by again removing 
the cork, which each time should be re- 
placed at once. One such lamp will last 
ill winter. 


How to BZabe Quaking? Coitard. 


One-half box of gelatin, 5 eggs; a tea- 


spoonful of vanilla, 1£ pints of milk, one- 


lf cup of sugar, one-quarter cup of 


powdered sugar.

'rom the mold, heap the whites around 
t and serve. This will serve eight per- 
sons.

Decision of ihe Supreme Court of Illinois—Jugg- 


ling With Sweet Sounding Words—Unusual 
Thoughts on the Subject of Constitutions. 


The supreme court of Illinois has de- 


clared that tlio weakly payment law, 
which was passed by the legislature in 
1891, is unconstitutional. So it goes all 
around. Anything that is intended as a 
protection of flie poor against the greed_ 
of the rich, of tho weak against tho op- 
pression of tho. strong, is unconstitu- 
tional. Ko ivouder tho powers that be 
are so devoted to constitutions. 
It is 


about time, if tho people expect to bo al- 
lowed to livo at all as human beings, 
that wo bad some ne\v constitutious. It 
is very clear that Illinois needs one. 
Through too influence of organized labor 
c?vcral labor reform bills were adopted 
by tho Illinois assembly of 1891. Nearly 
every one of theso laws has Binco been 
declared unconstitutional. Constitutions 
and supreme courts seem to bo beyond 
the influence of the workvngman's bal- 
lot. If the majority says so, they can 
both bo abolished. 


providing for the punishment of the 
green gootlij man. Thus it is perfectly 
in accord with constitutions to prevent 
a man who is willing to profit by han- 
dling counterfeit money from being 
robbed' ritlfl to restore to him his money, 
but an honeafc workingman inaynot pro- 
tect his e'S*iiings by a law w'hich'pre- 
vents his fellows from breaking down a 
just rule of cash payments because, for- 
sooth, that would interfere with some- 
body's "liberty" and. "freedom." Under 
this decision laws prohibiting the em- 
ploymnnt of children unrjsr a certain age 
may be declared unconstitutional, and 
many others which will occur to. the 
reader.. By the way, how about the 
law punishing those who attempt suicide 
indfail? 
' 


- But about the weekly payment law 
and tho supremo court's declarations 
concerning it: Tho law declares that 
"every manufacturing, mining, quarry- 
ing, lumbering,mercantile, street, elec- 
tric and elevated railway, steamboat, 
telegraph, telephone and municipal cor- 
poration," and other companies narnocl, 
"shall pay weekly each and every em- 
ployee engaged in its business the wages 
earned by such employee to within six 
days of the date of such payment." The 
law also forbids employees from mak- 
ing special contracts waiving their rights 
as guaranteed in the law—that is, no 
employee shall connive with his em- 
ployer for the defeat of the law by agree- 
ing to accept his wages once in two. 
weeks, four weeks or in any manner oth- 
er than as provided in tho act. The su- 
preme court rests its 'decision in part 
upon the discrimination made in the act, 
as it names certain corporations which 
shall pay employees weekly, and this is 
denned as special legislation. 


There are several of what are intended 


as general propositions laid down in 
this latest declaration of the Illinois su- 
preme court, and as it is the custom of 
courts to bolster up their frequently 
unique positions by reference to pre- 
viously Tendered decisions of other 
courts it may be well to look into some 
of these propositions. . The Chicago 
Herald says, "This decision should be 
memorable and a precedent of the high- 
est value for its declarations outside of 
the mere technical rulings." 
Here is 


the high sounding paragraph in the de- 
cision which draws BO heavily upon The 
Herald's stock of flapdoodle: 


The- fundamental 
prlDciplo upon which 


liberty Is based in airco and enlightened gov- 
ernment is cqtsality.-unclor tbo hviv of the land. 
It bus accordingly been ovcry.whc.ro.ueld tLat 
liberty, as that term is used in tho constitu- 
tion, means not only freedom of the citizen 
from servitude and restraint, but 13 deemed 
to embrace the right of every man to bo free 
in the nsoof hia powers and faculties, and to 
adopt and pursue such avocation or calling as 
ho may choose, eubject only to tho restraints 
necessary to sccuro tlio common welfare. 


I rather lean toward the opinion that 


tho decision of the Illinois judges will be 
accepted more cheerfully by the corpo- 
rations than by tho workiugmen. The 
employers are strong on that kind of 
freedom which enables them to pay their 
employees when they please and in tho 
checks 'which they cash at their store. 
Piiy days a month apart compels tho 
employee to "run a bill" at tho. store, 
and as .that is tho only.:place where he 
can get what he-and-his family have to 
have* ho pays the exorbitant prices 
chnrgcd or goes without. Those who 
have' investigated the "truck" system 
know that; ..the majority of omploj-ees 
•\{-here the system is in operation do not 
handle .1 dollar of money in n }-ear 
Just1 how f.ir back toward the "truck" 
system.thia supreme court decision turns 
Illinois I ain not aware, but that it opens 
tho way for its full reinstatement in 
time I do not doubt. 


That is tho same stereotyped bun- 


combe that Judge P-icks used at Toledo 
when ho declared that a railroad en- 
gineer should not "be free in the usa of 
his powers and faculties" when such 
freedom interfered with tho operations 
of a railroad monopoly. It is the regu- 
lation guff which is used to bamboozle 
gudgeons. "Liberty" and "freedom" are 
words which appeal to the sentimental 
Bide of every civilized being; they touch 
the heart, quicken the pulso and arouse 
the better nature in every American as 
no other words do, and nobody knows 
this better than would bo masters find 
the tricksters -who would aid them in 
enslaving their fellow men. Hence poli- 
tician and plutocrat juggle with those 
words, dazzling the eyes of sincere pa- 
triots while forging the • chains with 
which to bind them. I have noticed 
that those who prate most about tho 
danger to freedom and liberty from the 
interference of organized society are 
those who through manipulations of that 
organization aro enabled to feather their 
own nests at the^expense of others. 


The "common welfare" is another 


stock expression of tho flimflammers. 
In the lexicon of the average supremo 
judge the "common welfare" means the 
undisturbed operation of a system which 
enables the few to enjoy tho fruits of 
the labor of tho many, According to 
tho supreme court of Illinois a man may 
enjoy liberty and exercise ths rights of 
a freeman up to tho point where ho be- 
gins to impose, upon tho common wel- 
fare. That is a. sound principle, but eas- 
ily one-half of our institutions conflict 
with it, and when the.rights of a labor- 
ing mnn have been in question the courts 
of the laud, in a majority of cases, have 
trodden it under foot. The weekly pay- 
ment law in Illinois was made necessary 
by the rules enforced by many corpora- 
tions of paying their employees in checks 
once a month, which checks could only 
be cashed at the company store. This 
custom was known as the iufamous 
"truck system," by the aid of which cor- 
porations robbed their empl03'ees of 10 
to 40 per cent of their earnings. 
Com- 


mon welfare demanded that the men 
give up their right to make individual 
contracts for the protection of them- 
selves nnd'their fellows against the rob- 
ber barons. It was the surrender of a 
theoretical right ill exchange for sub- 
stantial justice. 


Here is another way to look at this 


question: A green goods man and his 
victim make a deal (recognized by both 
to be shady). 
Only by considerable 


stretching can "common welfare" be 
drawn into the transaction. and":yet we 
have laws, never decided -anconstitn- 
tionaL. prohibiting such "freedom" and 


A few words in conclusion about con- 


stitutions. Isn't it about tune that the 
absurd worship of documents which are 
always so handy as clubs to pound the 
people into subjection should stop? 
They do not assure a single right nor 
prevent a solitary wrong. A constitu- 
tion is said to be a declaration of princi- 
ples, but laws must be enacted to put. 
those principles in force. The constitu-' 
tion at best is but a collection of axioms 
upon which laws may rest, but if, as it 
appears, that constitution is open to dif- 
ferent constructions, what security is 
there in a law? Look how it works: An 
overwhelming majority in a state or the 
nation may demand certain legislation, 
but after it is enacted half a dozen men 
us supremo court judges, influenced by 
prejudice or otherwise, can defeat the 
will of'the people by declaring that their 


nstitutiou will not permit them to 
ave their will. 
: ,. 


There are principles set down in the 


constitution .of the United States for 
which I have an admiration as "high as 
that of any other man in the country, but 
that is purely, a sentiment. . When .we 
come to practical things under our form 
of government, we must express our 
will in congressional enactments. What 
I object to is that half a dozen old fogies 
may put themselves tip against the will

As 
soon as. you come,in from a walk dust 
them carefully with a soft flannel kept 
for that purpose. Let them air, as you 
do yonr underclothes, and when they are 
dry stuff them with.Eprt tissue paper. 
Button or lace them over this. In this 
way-they will keep their shapo for along 
time.

WTien they are so worn that they must 


be brightened, rub them with a flannel 
cloth and a little vaseline. Apply tho 
grease carefully, not merely smearing it 
over tho surface of the leather, but rub- 
bing it in. When it is completely ab- 
sorbed, rub briskly with fresh flannel. 


Do not wear, your walking boots in 


the house and do not walk in your slip- 
pers. Keep a pair of shoes suitable for 
each occasion. In this way, though you 
may seem to have an extravagant sup- 
ply, you will really be displaying an 
economical spirit. Shoes worn indoore 
and out not only soon lose their'bright- 
ness and neatness, but last only about 
one-third as long as- if''they were occa- 
sionally relieved. 


Have a ]fair of patent leather shoes for 


your calling and ceremonious affairs, a 
pair of slippers for- general morning. 
wear and a. pair of extremely dainty ones 
for evening . wear. With this supply 
rightly treated you will find. yourself 
properly prepared aa: to. shoes, for any 
summer emergency, and you will not 
spend any more money than the woman 
who has only two pairs at a time, but 
who has to replace those every month 
or so. 


How to Ebonlzo Wood. 


To . ebonize wood, first stain with. u 


decoction of logwood, purchased from 
any druggist. It is dissolved in warm 
water until' all has been taken up that 
the water will hold. Application to the 
wood is made' freely with a large, soft 
bristle brush, and the surface is rubbed 
with a cloth to prevent the formation of 
a gummy coat thereon. After the article 
has been left to dry for a few hours the 
second application, consisting of vinegar 
in which a quantity of naila or clear fil- 
ings have been soaked for several days, 
is freely applied with a brush. 


Hotr to Measure the Earth. 


It waa not until 1669 that the circum- 


ference of the earth was reckoned at ap- 
proximately. 25jQOd miles, but an aston- 
ishingly good estimate of the measure- 
ment was made;on correct mathematical 
principles by Erastosthenes, an astrono- 
mer who died 200 years before the Chris- 
tian era,' It had been known by astrono- 
mers for 400 years before that that the 
earth was spherical, but Erastosthenes 
was the first who is known to have under- 
taken the measurement, and he devised 
the method now used. He observed that 
at Syene, in upper Egypt, the sun was ex- 
actly vertical on the day of the summer 
solstice,, while at Alexandria it was 7 de- 
grees and 12'minutes away from the 
zenith. :-;He assumed that the two places 
were on the same meridian, and that 
they were 5,000 stadia or 620 miles apart, 
and on these assumptions figured the 
circumference of the globe at 81,250 
miles. Unfortunately the distance could 
not bs accurately measured'between the 
cities by any methods then in use. In 
1609 the telescope was applied to meridi- 
an measurement by a Frenchman named 
Pickard. Triangulation was not nsed 
until about the year 1600. Priortothat 
linear measurement by rods, ^chains or 
the revolutions of .carriage wheels was 
relied upon, and' the results were natu- 
xally inaccurate. 


How to Mako n Foclcot Xamp. 


In an ounce bottle nut a piece of phos- 


phorus the size of a grain of corn. Pour 
In olive oil heated to the boiling point 
until'one-third full, then cork tightly, 
"When wanted, uncork, and the action of 
the air will make the space above the 
oil bright enough to see several feet or to 
look at a. watch. As it is impossible for 
a flame to form, this IB perfectly safe. 
The glow lasts from two to five minutes 
and may be renewed by again removing 
the cork, which each time should be re- 
placed at once. One such lamp willlast 
ull winter.

One-half bos of gelatin, 5'eggs, a tea- 


spoonful of yaniila, 1-J pints of milk, one- 
half eup-r ipf^Ejig'gr^one-quarter cup of 
powdered|f',.Bugar4."^'<ibver the gelatin 
with cold'wa'ler&ndYs'oak'half. an hour. 
Put the milk on to boil. Beat the yolks 
of the eggs and the half cup of sugar to- 
gether, until light/ciDien'stir into the boil- 
Ing milk, add tiie/gelatin and stir over 
the fire for a mihttte^to' thicken. Take 
from the fire, add the vanilla, pour in a- 
mold and stand away to harden. -When 
it is ready to serve,' "beat' the whites to. a 
foam, then gradually add the powdered 
sugar, beating all the while. After all 
the sugar is added beat until it will 
stand alone. Turn tha pudding carefully 
from the mold, heap the whites around 
it and serve.

Give Testimony. 


MICHAEL. IS PROMPTLY SET AT 


Because Evidence Was Insufficient to 


Hold Him. 


BO8TOW, N»v. 18 —Th*rc was a surprise 


tor thc.se who attenfle I the preliminary 
trial in the Toole poiaoninx case in South 
Boston yesterday, for at the conclusion of 
the testimony of Michael Toole he waa 
iiaeharged from custody by the court, 


' anon the recommendation of Isaac Paul 
Counsel for the government. 


It was nearly 10 o'clock when Judge 


Fallen got his regular morning work 
cleared away in the district court aud w»s 
ready to begin the hearing in the Toole 
case, to decide whether there wus sufficient 
evidence for holding Michael and Stephen 
Toole, or either of them, for the grand 
jury, 00 charge of murdering their mother 
and sister. 
After the lawyers for the government 


ami the defense bad done the usual 
•mount ot preliminary sparring, Michael 
A. Toole was called to the witne»s stand. 
He looked p»le 
After answering the 


nsn»l questions as to bis name, a^e, em- 
ployment, etc., be told about his connec- 
tion with the dm* firm of Carter, Carter 
& Kllham, which terminated a year ago 
last August. Since then he has worked 
in several places, and has called at the 
'Wasbiugtou-street drug store many times 
on business and to see the clerk with 
whom he was formerly associated. 


Bought Cyanide of Fotasilnm. 


The last time he remembers calling 


there was between five aad seven weeks 
ago, when be bought a quarter of a pound 
of oyanide of potnsiium of a clerk named 
Charles Adams. He testified that Adams 
asked him wjat he was going to do with 
the poison, aud his answer was that it was 
to tie used to kill lusects. Then he took 
tbe poison home and gave it to his sister 
Mary. It was in a tin box, and she made 
• sjlutlon in a Dickie bottle. A few days 
before he bought the poisoo, Michael said 
he went to tbe store of Carter, Carter & 
Kilhitm and asked for it of another clerk, 
who refused to sell the drug for tbe oar- 
pose required. The cyanide of potassium 
was Anally purchased at the instance of 
Mary Toole, nnd with money furuiahed by 
her. 


Michael tbea told the story ot his doings 


on the dny ot the murders, in answer to 
questions by Mr. Paul, while Michael J. 
Creed watched him and once iu a while 
made an objection. During the forenoon 
of the day, Micbael said, he was in the 
eity on some errands, and returned home 
*t about noon. He could not remember 
whitt members of the family he saw upon 
Bis return. After dinner he went down 
cellar, where he was busy fixing some 
boards at tbe wiudows until about 4:30 in 
the afternoon. 


After supper Iu the eveiling he was sent 


After the bottle of porter by bis mother, 
and upon his return ha left it iu tbe 
kitchen without having seen any one open 
it. The next thing that happened was 
when he heard cries and found his mother 
and sister hod bxen poisoned. A,t the cou- 


' elusion of this testimony the court ordered 
^the dUoharge of Michael Toole on the 
' charge of murder. 


M»vjr Toole'* Testimony. 


Mary Toole was next called to the stand 


and began her testimony concerning the 
purchase and use of the cyanide of potas- 
sium. The last time she saw the bottle 
her brother Stephen had it, on the day of 
tbe murder, and she saw him empty Its 
contents into a pail at about 11 o'clock in 
the forenoon ot that d ty. The pail was 
partly full ot water wj*«n Stephen poured 
tbe solution into it, and witness did not 
know that there was any more of the 
poison in the house, except in the box 
which Michael purchased at the store of 
Carter, Cartwr & Kiluam. 


Later in the day, witness saw Stephen 


empty the contents i>f the pail into the 
sink. Perhaps Stephen might have pat 
some of the solution on some bedsteads 
to kill bedbugs, during the day, but wit- 
ness did uot see htm. 
In regard to tbe 


poison left in the box in the dry state, 
witness saw ber mother put it into a 
trunk, aud no one connected with the 
household had seen it since. 


Daring the day of the murder witness 


did not hear a quarrel between Stephen 
•ad nis mother or any other members of 
the family, and did not have one with him 
herself. In regard to the occurrences dur- 
ing, the evening of the murders. Mary told 
practically the same jtf ory as tjaa been told 
by all of the membort of the family sines 
that time.Patrick'* T**«iu»ony. 


Tbe next witness called was Patrick 


Toole. Patrick said h» bad not been ut 
htutie during Wednesday after 7 o'cluck 
in the .morning. He returned at about 
10.80 y. m. He went borne ttien because 
hie youngest brother went for him to 
where Be was spending the evening. 
Patrick's testimony regarding the alleged 
trouble between himself and Stephen was 
considerably different from that of previ- 
ous witnesses. 
He denied having any 


words with Steve on the Monday previous 
to tbe deaths. He did not accuse Steve of 
saking bis poeketbcok. 
So far as his 


knowledge went be did not notice any of 
IheSsmily around after 11 o'clock that

Prince Alex- 
ander served his apprenticeship to the pro- 
fessor of arms in tbe Russian service, and 
tpok port in the Russo-Turkish war ot 
1877-78, Subsequently he wan transferred 
to the German army, holding a commis- 
sion in the Imperial Life Guards. -In 1879 
he was chosen Prince of Bulgaria by the 
assembly of the notables at Tirnova. 


Ib 1885 events forced a collision between 


Bulgaria and Servia. In this short and 
sharp war Prince Alexander proved him- 
selt an admirable commander, winning a 
series ot brilliant victories over tbe Ser- 
vians. The result of his success was the 
union of the two Bulgarias tender his rule. 


This moved the auger ot the czar, who 
lid nob wish to see Prince Alexander too 
powerful a potentate, and a aeries of in- 
trlgues was set on foot against him from 
St. Petersburg. On the 20th of August, 
1886, a military revolt, instigated by Rus- 
sia, forced Prince Alexander to abdicate. 
He was taken a prisoner to Russian soil, 
bub his subjects clamored for his return, 
and he was restored to them. 


His experiences hud satisfied him, how- 


ever, that he could not rule in Bulgaria, 
save with the cons tint of Rusbia, and be 
formally abdicated the throne and retired 
to Germany, where he passed the re- 
mainder of bis life. His elder brother is 
the husband of Princess Beatrice of Eng- 
land.

saort d precincts ot the mansion have been 
entered in seme mysterious manner, and 
the president's household is greatly ex- 
cited. 


For many weeks post there bos been a 


series of rribberies of a mysterious and pe- 
culiar kipd ia Washington. The burglars 
have stolen but few things, but have at 
i-ach visit destroysd'a considerable amount 
•f furniture, slashing pianos and chairs 
and cutting up tabli linen and clothing. 
Every effort to trace tbe criminals has 
failed up to this time. 


Without any thought of burglars, but 


solely for tbe protection of tae president, 
who Is greatly afraid of cranks, the White 
House has been guarded by special detec- 
tivrs nnd policemen in addition to the 
regular wntchmen, and every precaution 
has been taken to prevent any unauthor- 
ized person from entering the building. 
The east room alone has been open to visi- 
tors. None have been permitted to enter 
there who looked suspicious, and those 
who have been permitted to examine the 
house have been iu charge of watchmen. 
All other portions of the house have been 
kept closed to visitors.

Has Begun to Sweep Over tbe Wicked 


City of'Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Beginning this morn- 


ing at 1 o'clock the city was practically-un- 
der martial law. Chief of Police Brennan 
Informed the inspectors that he intended 
to adopt rigid measure*, aad that after 1 
o'clock each night, untfi such a time as 
the order is rescinded, hs desired that half 
the force be present and thrown upon tbe 
streets.

Great slashes in the 


form of a cross have been cut into the 
beautiful satin upholstery, and other acts 
of vandalism upon the furniture have been 
committed. 


Whether this was wanton vandalism, 


with no otfter object in view, or whether 
it was done by some crank as a warning or 
threat against the president, is not known. 
The supposition ia that the cutting of 
crosses in the furniture is intended as a 
threat, such as senders of bloodthirsty an- 
onymous letters convey by cross bones and 
bloody skulls. 


Whatever may be tbe motive, the fact 


that an entrance could be made to tbe build- 
ing, and this act of vandalism committed 
and the culprit escape without being dis- 
covered, baa seat oeld chills down the back 
of the president's household.

lost August. Since then he hns worked 
in several plncss,- and has called .at the 
"Washington-street drug store mimy times 
on busintfs and to sse the clerk with 
whom he wag formerly associated. 


Bougbt Cyanide or PutHidlum. 


The last time he remembers calling; 


there was between five and seven wtekB 
ago, when he boug it a quarter of a pound 
of cyanide of poiassium of a clerk named 
Charles Adams. Ke testified tunt Adams 
asked him want he was going l o d o w i t h 
the poison, and his answer WAS that it was 
to l;e used to kill insects. Then he tout 
the poison home and gave ii. to his sister 
Maty. It-was in a tin box, and she made 
a B ilution in a olukle bottle. A few days 
"before he bougiit the poison, Michnel said 
be went to tbo stcTe of Carter, Curler & 
Kilham and asked for it of another cleric, 
who refused to sull the drim for tiie nur- 
pose required. The cyanide of potassium 
was fimilly purchased at the instance of 
Slary Tcole, and with money furnished by 
her. 


Michfiel rhen tolil the story of his doings 


on the day of the murder*, in answer to 
questions by Mr. Paul, while Michael J. 
Crecil n-iitched hioi a;;d once in a while 
made au objection. During the forenoon 
of th-- day, MicLael said, he wss in the 
city on some evriiDcU, and returned home 
at about noon. He could not reajcmb.-r 
wh it members of the family he saw upon 


• his return. After dinner he went down 


cellar, where he was busy fixing S'jine 
boards ut the windows until about 4:30 in 
the afternoon. 


After supper iu the evening he was =ent 


after tiie bott'e of porter by his muther, 
and up.in his return he left it in too 
kilc'icn without Laving seeu any one open 
It. Tne next tbiug thut happened was 
vrheu he heard cries and found his mother 
and sister had b.en puLiOned. Ac the con- 
clusion cf this testimony the court ordered 
the discharge of Michael Toole on the 
charge of murder. 


Mary TooleV Testimony. 


Mnry Toole was next cailed to the stand 


and began her testimony concerning the 
purcbHss and use of the cyanide of potas- 
sium. The last time she saw tbe bottle 
her brother Stephen bad it, on the day of 
the murder, and she saw him empty Its 
contents into a pail at about 11 o'clock in 
the forenoon of tliat dny.

poison left in the box in the dry state, 
witness saw her mother put it into a 
trunk, and no one connected with the 
household had seen it since. 


During the duy of the murder witness 


did not hear a quarrel between Stephen 
and his mother or any other members of 
the family, and did not have one with him 
herself. In regard to the occurrences dur- 
ing the evening of the murders, Mary told 
practically the same j£ory as bus been told 
by all of the members ot the family sines 
that time. 


Patrick'! Testimony. 


The next witness called was Patrick 


Toole. Patriot said he had not been at 
home during Wednesday after 7 o'cluck 
in the morning. He returned at about 
10.SO p'. in. He went home then because 
bis youngest brother went for him to 
where ha was spending the evening.

PRINCE -ALEXANDER DEAD. 


Tbe Once-Popular Bnler of 
Bulgaria 


Dies on German Soil. 


GBATZ. Nov. IS.—Prince Alexander of 


Batienberg, formerly prince of Bulgaria, 
died here yesterday. 


Prince Alexander of Batten berg, ex- 


priuce of Bulgaria, was born April 5, 1857, 
the second., son of Princo Alexander of 
Hesse by his morganatic marriage with 
tha Countess .von Kauck. Prince Alex- 
ander served his apprenticeship to the pro- 
fessor of arms in tha Russian service, and 
took part in tha Buaso-Turkish war ot 
1877-78. Subsequently he was transferred 
to the German army, holding a commis- 
sion in the Imperial Life Guards. In 1879 
he was chosen Prince of Bulgaria by the 
assembly of tho notables at Tirnovo^ 


In 18S5 events forced a collision between 


Bulgaria and Servia, In this short and 
sharp war Priuoe Alexander proved him- 
self an admirable commander, winning a 
series of brilliant victories over the SerT, 
vians. The result of his success was the 
union of the two Bulgarian under his rule. 


This moved the anger of the czar, who 


Sid not wish to see Prince Alexander too 
powerful a potentate, and a sarios of in- 
trigues was set on foot against him from 
St. Petersburg. OQ the 20th of August, 
188S, a military revolt, instigated by Rus- 
sia, forced Prince Alexander' to abdicate. 
He was takeu a prisoner to Russian soil, 
but his subjects clamored for his return, 
and he was restored to them. 


His experiences had satisfied him, 
how- 


ever, that he could not rule in Bulgaria, 
save with the congsnt of Buasdo, and lie 
formally abdicated-tha throne and retired 
to Germany, where he. passed tho re- 
mainder of his lite. His elder brother is 
the husband of Princess Beatrice of Ens- 
land.

Is Very Much Afraid of 


Political Cranks.

WHITE 
HOUSE ENTERED 


AND FURNITURE DEFACED. 


Mysterious Burglaries Committed De- 


spite the Greatest Vigilance. 


JNEW XOHK, Nov. 18.—A Washington 


special to The Commercial Advertiser 
Bays: 


In spite of all the precautions for the 


protection ot the preslclen'b and to keep 
cranks away from the White House, the 
sacred precincts of the mansion have been 
entered in some mysterious manner, and 
the president's household is greatly ex- 
cited. 


For many weeks past there has been a 


series of robberies of a mysterious and pe- 
culiar kind in. W.aaQingoon. The burglars 
have stolen but few things, but have at 
each visib destroyed a considerable amount 
*f furniture, slashing pianos and chairs 
and cutting up' ta'ble linen and clothing. 
Every effort to trace. the criminals has 
failed up to'this time. 


Without any thought of burglars, but 


solely for the protection of the* president, 
who ia greatly afraid of cranks, the White 
House has been guarded by special detec- 
tives nnd policemen in addition to tha 
regularywatchmen, und every precaution 
has beer) talieu to prevent any unauthor- 
ized person from entering the buildiiig. 
The east room alone has been open to visi- 
tors. None Imve been permitted to enter 
there .who looked suspicious, and those 
who have been permitted to examine tho 
house have been in charge of watchmen. 
All other portions of the house have been 
kept closed to visitors. 


Precautions of Xo Avail. 


Notwithstanding all these precautions 


it has been demonstrated tbat the house 
may be entered without the knowledge of 
tba guardians. 
It has been 
discovered 


that some person, or persons, possibly a 
crank, has entered the green room, where 
visitors are uot allowed except with a 
guard in attendance, and slashed the fur- 
niture with a knife. 
Great slashes in-the 


form of a cross have been cut into the 
beautiful satin upholstery, and other acts 
of vandalism upon the furniture have been 
committad. 


Whether this was wanton vandalism, 


with no oth'ar object in view, or whether 
it was done by some crank as a warning or 
threat against the president, is not known.

AND MEANS OF RELIEF.

Thp following from an eminent pbysiciac 
found in an exchange may prove raluable 
and it fa especially inteieiting because it 
part it controverts some generally receivec 
ideas, us, for instance, those of "getting in- 
to a good sweat" and "covering the feet up 
warm." He says: 


When the first symptoms manifest them 


selves it the time for action, and thfsshottlc 
consist of a hot mustard footbath before 
going to bed and n hot. draft of xuilk. 
The covering of the body should be linen 
and wool — I he fornier'fn the way of the 
sheet, and the latter in the blanket. No at- 
tempt to get up an active sweating should 
be made. The footbath and the warm 
drink will give a Setose of 'warmth and fa- 
cilitate the natural excretion of materials 
which should pass away by the okin, and 
any effort to aggravate this will be not only 
superfluous but harmful. 


The blanket should never be worn next 
to the night robe, and should not be so 
thick as to confine the nir next to the body. 
It is Indeed often advisable to lighten the 
covering of the feet, and to preserve a cer- 
tain amount of Weight over the loins, and 
to have the shoulders protected from the 
external surroundings in general. The last 
measure Is not to be underrated. A sensi- 
tive lung carries with it susceptibility to 
take to itself everything that could possibly 
affect it to its detriment. Lung diseases 
belong to sensitive persons, and may or 
may not be the sequence of a cold. The 
•majority of them, however, can be traced 
to imprudence in dress and exposure. 


Color Blindness That I* Bare. 


According to The Medical Record, Dr. A. 
E. Wright states it to be a fact that total 
color blindness is very rare; also, that yel- 
low blue color blindness is very rare. The 
common form is the green red blindness. 
It bo happens that in the establishment of 
signals green and red lights form the most 
commonly used colors, hence from 3 to 5 
per cent of men capable of doing work as 
pilots or engineers are kept out of such em- 
ployments, often with results that are al- 
most cruel. 
Most color blind men can 
readily distinguish yellows and blues, and 
the doctor proposes that the red lights 
should have a distinct yellowish tinge 
and the green lights a distinctly bluish 
tinge. In this way the difference between 
signals could be readily made out by al- 
most all the color blind. 


Horlo Acid For Bolls. 


A physician is quoted as having obtained 


good results in an outbreak of boils by the 
administration for eight to ten days of 10 to 
15 grains of boric acid a day, divided into two 
doses. At the same time, four or five times 
a day, the inflamed areas were washed 
with a hot solution of borio acid In the 
strength of 4 per cent. Between the appli- 
cation of this lotion, compresses were ap- 
plied to the diseased parts, which had been 
wet with the same solution. In this way 
be claimed to have been able to reduce the 
boils which had already formed, and to do 
much toward preventing the other out- 
breaks. By this means he thinks it possible 
to avoid surgical intervention. 


Nervous Exhaustion. 


What is nervous exhaustion P It is carry- 


ing too much pressure on too small a boiler.

andib is especially interesting .because in 
partifc controverts some generally received 
ideas, as, for instance, those of '.'getting in- 
to a good sweat" and "covering the feet up 
warm." H e says:

When the first symptoms manifestthem- 


lelves is the timo for action, and this should 
consist of a hot mustard footbath before 
going to bed and p. hot draft of millc. 
The covering of .the body should DO linen 
and wool—the former in the way of the 
sheet, and the latter in tbeblankefc.' l^oat- 
tempt to get up an active. sweating should 
be made. 
The footbath and the worm 


drink will give a sense, of-warmtti andrfa- 
cilitato the natural excretion of materials 
which should pass away by the skin, and 
any effort to aRerrwute this will be not only 
superfluous but harmful. 


The blanket should never be worn nest 


to the nifiht robe, and should not be so 
thick as to confine-tile nir next to the body. 
It is indeed often advisable tq lighten the 
covering of the feet, and to preserve a cer- 
tain amount of weight over,the loins, and 
to have the shoulders protected from the 
external surroundings in general. The last 
measure is not to be underrated. A sensi- 
tive lung carries with it susceptibility to 
take to itself everything that coulcl possibly 
affect it to its detriment. Lung diseases 
belong to sensitive persons, and may or 
may not be the sequence ot. a. cold. The 
majority of them, however, can be traced 
to imprudence in dresa' and exposure, 


Color BllndiicnB That Is Bare, 


According to The Medical Keoord, Dr. A. 


E. Wright states it to be a.fact that total 
color blindness is very rare; also, that yel- 
low blue color blindness, is very rare. The 
common form is the Ereen red blindness. 
It so happens that ini'the establishment of 
signals green and redr'ligbts form tho most 
commonly used colors, hence from 3 to 5 
per cent of men capable of doing work as 
pilots or engineers arc-kegt out of such em- 
ployments, often vritb. results "that are ol-. 
most cruel. 
Most color blind men. can 


readily distinguish yellows and blues, and 
the doctor proposes that the red lights 
should havo a distinct1, yellowish tinge 
and the green lights a distinctly bluish 
tinge. In this way the difference between 
signals eould be readily made 'out by al- 
most all the color blind. 


Eoi-lo Ac Ld'Tor Boils. 


Aphysici£$n is quoted as having obtained 


good results in an outbreak of boils by the 
administration for eight to ten days of 10 to 
15 grains of bori c aci d a day, divided into two 
doses. At the same time, four or five times 
a day, the inflamed areas were 'washed 
with a hot solution of boric acid in the 
strength of 4 percent. Between the appli- 
cation of tbis lotion, compresses were ap- 
plied to the diseased parts, which had been 
wet with the same- solution. In this way 
he claimed to have been able to reduce the 
boils which had already'formed,.and to do 
much toward preven.ti.ng the 'oth'er out- 
breaks. By this rn cans he thinks it possible 
to avoid surgical intervention. 


Nervous Exhaustion. 


What is nervous exhaustion? It is carry- 


ing too much pressure on too small a'boiler.

Where the 
initials are used, the tendency is toward 
Email and delicate lines, combined in a cir- 
cle with background. | When used alone, 
tlioaddresa is generally engraved in thecen- 
ter oli the sheet, though it may stand at ths 
right. Itmayalso.be stamped on the flap 
of the envelope. The name of a country 
residence should, precede the address, as 
IvL'stledown, Lenox, Massachusetts, People 
living in town employ thenumber of bouse 
and name of street only, as 27 West Kfty- 
ceventh street, To spell the name of street 
is preferable to using the fi pares. • 


The prevailing fashion in stationery lor 


gentlemen is ths same as for the opposite 
Bex, except that the designs and lettering 
follow a stronger, more severe style. 


For persons iu .modest 
circumstances 


plain white stationery of good quality 
without ornamentation is advisable, the 
address uud'tlate inscribed by the writer's 
own hand. 


The prevailing sizes of paper are the let- 


ter or packet for ladies' familiar corre- 
spondence, the ootlvufor polite correspond- 
ence, the billet for notes or messages, the 
mignon for regrets or acceptances. 
The 


note card has been superseded by'these two 
last named sizes. For gentlemen's use the 
commercial is adopted for general corre- 
spondence, the billet for notes. 


For children's use paper comes in deli- 


cate tints alone, no white being introduced. 
The sheets :ire small and stamped with' 
.•uitable devices. Not only .do the little' 
ones'U.se this 'in whatever 'correspondence 
they may tvjgage," but all invitations to 
children's purtiea or entertainments are 
written thereon. :

The fur garments of this seanon show a 


greater variety than I remember ever to 
have seen. Everything goes 
There are 


mantles of every possible variety and mil 
itary and box capea without eud. There 
•re aacka, jackets and newraarkets and an 
endless array of fancy short capea, that 
should really be styled collars, since they 
ean be worn over tailor made and other 
dresse* where the waist i» not quite warm 
enough, and they can also be added to 
cloth Jackets with admirable effect. Seal 
J» the most becoming to all ages and all 
fa.ee*, but there is no limit to the kind of 
for employed this season. Side by side 
you will And a rich seal military cape and 
on* of perslan lamb, or of moire astra- 
khan, or one of skunk, which, by the way, 
la a very fashloaable fur just now, under 
the more elegant title of Alaska sable. 
Beaver and otter are used principally for 
trimmings, aa they are both very expen- 
sive. Indeed «ea otter is. I believe, dearer 
than aeal, if possible. 


Some of the military capea are made 


with plaited and butterfly collars, and 
more have round yokes, to which the fur 
of the lower portion ia fulled. All have 
high collars, either medicia, worth Or high 
rolling-, with sharp corners. The majority 
of ladies who ,havo been accustomed to 
wearing aeajskin prefer the plain military 
without the plaited or ripple collars, as 
they heat the shoulders unduly and keep 
the upper part of the chest iu a constant 
perspiration. They are very pretty, though, 
and for that reason many get them. It 
looks odd to see rich sealskin beruffed and 
bound with other and cheaper grades of 
fur, bat that is one of the styles of this 
winter. Seal fs sometimes bound with 
beaver and again with mink, marten and 
Alaaka aable. The contrast of color ia 
the chief aim, but nothing can be a* ele- 
gant aa plain sealskin. I should have 
mentioned that Russian sable ia sometimes 
used, bat It Li so costly that none but the 
very wealthy can wear it.

wedge shaped gores in the skirts, made of 
black moire astrakhan, and the collm 
cither bound with the same or entirely of 
It. There ia little curled astrakhan aeen 
thia winter.

LONG MtUTART CAPE3 OF SEAL AND MIKE, 
coming. It adds piquancy to youth and 
solidity to the pnssee. So let us hope that 
•very woman in America can have a fur 
wrap of some kind. I forgot to mention 
that oriuiuu ia used in bauds in some rich 
velvet and moire evening gowns, as well 
ns apnrmgly on velvet cloaks and coats. 
Home fow coats and wraps nre made en- 
tirely of it, bat it is too rare a fnr to ever 
come into general use, and nothing can 
imitate it. 


The pa»t week has shown few novelties 


In any kind of dress goods, and of those 
the chiel IB the new evening crapes. 
These are the most exquisite goods that it 
has ever been my lot to see. They are of 
silk and exactly the same rich quality as 
that on the woven borders of the cour^auld 
mourning crape. These crapes differ from 
each other, as some are heavy and thick, 
and others are lighter and more transpar- 
ent, sorna being scarcely more than a film. 
There are eight or ten weaves of white, 
some regular crape weave and deep crin- 
kle, and others having little humps—for 
want of a better word—thrown np on the 
surface. This is very beautiful, and there 
is a frosty gleam over it that makes it look 
precisely like new fallen snow. 


The same weaves are followed out in all 
this season's tints, with a wonderful array 
of yellows from the palest maize to or- 
ange. There are pink, blue, green, helio- 
trope and grays in all their shades, and 
there are rainbows which are real marvels 
of delicate shading. There is also a line 
»f plaided crapes for evening. The ground 
Is white or pale lilac, or other delicate 
tint, with n plaid that is scarcely more 
than a ghost of plaid, so light and delicate 
•re the lines forming the pattern. One of 
tvuite with fine lines of black was exquis- 
ite. Another style has fine stripes of black. 
The lines of black appear and disappear aa 
it, by magic, and the eye tries vainly to 
trace them, and yet they form stripes that 
show clearly on the pattern. Thia is chaste 
and lovely and fairylike. 


These crapea will make the daintiest 


evening dresses of the season for young la- 
die*, and they will do excellent service for 
dancing gowns.

duchess, made in some peculiar w§y that 
causes it to gleam like oaxnascua steel. 
One can hardly imagine such a superb 
fabric. I think they aaid that nothing but 
the finest lace could be employed on thia 
for trimming, and I can well believe it, 
Black moire grows in favor for* evening 
and home gowns and is trimmed with vel 
vet, jet or lace, as best pleases the wearer. 


In outdoor gowna it ia a race between 


cheviot, cloth, hopsaoking, plaid and vel- 
utina. There is no dress more truly refined 
for street than black cheviot, plainly trim- 
med. 
The woolen plaids are, also hand- 


some and refined. Broadcloth is very beau- 
tiful. I saw a lady yesterday who had a 
gown on worthy of description. . It was of 
snuff brown cloth. The skirt waa entirely 
plain and looked aa though the seams had 
grown together, so exquisitely neat was 
the finish. The coat, a modified Louis 
XV, of the same material had a full fluted 
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back and gigot sleeves with large turn 
back cuffs. There was a worth sprung 
collar, quite deep and out in scallops. 
Each scallop had a pattern cut from black 
chantilly applique on it, outlined with fine 
cut jet beads. The pocket lids, which" were 
very large, were trimmed in tits same 
way, 
and so were the cuff*. There were 


eight large oxidized silver buttons in front, 
four smaller on the cuffs and two large 
ones set in the baek.

Let her bonnet be of velvet and jet, with 
•s many soft plume* a* the case will ad 
mit of, and she will be admired for her 
taste and will have made the most of her- 
telf.

•hould be aa costly as her purse can buy. 
Bbe need* all that a rich and elegant toi- 
let can lend. The old lady ha* her style 
laid out for her—gray or black, with the 
crepe lisse tuckers and 'snowy caps—but 
the middle aged lady must lay aside the 
frivolitie* of youth and cannot take on the 
simplicity of age. It is to her, then, that 
all the richness of autumn's fruitage and 
color should fall, but the brilliant hues of 
frost bitten foliage should be worn only at 
home. Elsewhere it would be vulgar. 


If a lady who has passed her. days of 


youth loves color and lightness, she surely 
ean indulge in bright morning and loung-

cipe for routing the Thanksgiving bird: 
When the bird ia drawn, washed and wiped 
dry, chop its liver fine with two shallots, 
Stir these a little in a battered pan over th< 
flre to cook the Hver, and thea mix with a 
pound of sausage meat and, about three 
dozen chestnuts cooked whole; stuff the 
turkey with this, truss nicely, and roast 
two hours or more. Dish the turkey, with 
gravy made in the visual way with a dozen 
roasted chestnut* stirred in. Serve with 
cranberry jelly. 
To cook the cranberries add a teacupful 
•f water to a quart of berries and put them 
ever the fire. After cooking 10 minutes, 
Add 2 heaping cupf uls of sugar and cook 
about 10 minutes longer, stirring them of- 
ten. 
Pour them into a bowl or mold, and 
when cold they can be removed as a jelly. 
Should you prefer that most appetizing 
arrangement, boiled turkey, with oysters, 
try the following, by which even an ancient 
fowl will be rendered tender and juicy: 
For a good sized turkey take 85 large 
oysters and cut them into small pieces. 
Stir them with a quart of bread crumbs, a 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley and one of 
butter, ateaspoonful of sweet marjoram and 
pepper and salt to taste. Stuff the bird and 
truss it carefully. Bub it all over with 
lemon juice to whiten the skin, flour a 
cloth, tie the bird in it and put into a ket- 
tle of boiling water. Cook it very slowly, 
allowing half an hour to each pound of the 
turkey's weight. Serve with oyster and 
celery sauce. 
For the pie which, graces every well regu- 
lated Thanksgiving board, the following is 
a good recipe, though, as to sweetening and 
Spices, it must be said that these points are 
largelya matter of taste and family tradi- 
tion: Pare the pumpkin and take out the 
seeds without scraping the inside, stew and 
strain through a sieve. To every quart of 
milk add 5 eggs, and stir the pumpkin into 
the milk and eggs until of the proper consist- 
ency. Sweeten with sugar or the best syrup; 
molasses makes it too strong. Add some 
salt, powdered cinnamon, powdered ginger, 
and the grated peel of lemon. Bake in a 
hot oven.

tiers, each tier of cake being topped by a 
thick layer of almond paste, or marzipan, 
as it is called. Here is a London reoipe for 
marzipan: One pound of ground almonds, 
one "pound of fine sifted loaf sugar, the 
whites of two new laid eggs and a few 
drops of essence of almonds. Mix the sug- 
ar and the ground almonds well together, 
then add. little by little, the whites of the 
eggs beaten to a froth, until the mixture 
assumes the appearance of a stiff paste. 
As some eggs contain more white than 
others, a little less than the whites of .two 
is sometimes sufficient, for the paste needs 
to be quite firm. Make it up into a thick 
block, and let it dry very slowly in a mod- 
•rate oven.

'tiers, each tier of cake being topped by a 
thick layer of almond paste, or marzipan, 
as it is called. Here is a London recipe for 
marzipan: One pound of ground almonds, 
one pound of flue sifted loaf sugar, the 
whites of two new-laid eggs and a few 
drops of essence of almonds. Mix the sug- 
ar and the ground almonds well together, 
then add, little by little, the whites of tha 


• eggs beaten to a froth, until the mixture 
assumes the appearance of a stiff paste. 
As some eggs contain'more white than 
others, a little less than the whites of two 
is sometimes sufficient, for the paste needs 
to be quite firm. Make it up into a thick 
block, and let It dry very slowly in a mod- 
erate oven.

ln«ombustlfcl« Wash For Walls. 


Slake atone lime la a large tab or barrel 


•with boiling hot water, covering tbe tub or 
barrel to keep in all the steam. When thus 
slaked pasa a quarts of it through a flue 
sieve. It will then be in a state of fine flour. 
Now, to 6 quarts of this lime, add 1 quart 
of rock salt aud 1 Ration of water. Then 
boll the mixture and skim it clean. To 
every 5 gallon* of this skimmed mixture 
add 1 pound of alum, one-half pound of 
copperaa, by alow degrees, and three-quar- 
ters of a pound of potash and 4 quarts of 
fine sand or hickory ashes sifted. 
The National Builder, which gives this 


recipe, supposes that any kind of hardwood 
ashes will answer as well as hickory, and 
says this mixture will admit of any color- 
ing matter you wish, and may be applied 
with a brush. It looks better than paint 
and is as durable as slate. It will stop 
•mall leaks in a roof, prevent the moss 
from grow ing over and rotting the wood 
and render it incombustible from sparks 
falling upon it. When laid upon brick 
work, it renders the brick impervious to 
rain or wet. 


A Novel and Simple Fir* Protector. 


Fire and Water states that one of the 
cheapest, simplest and most efficient de- 
vices for the protection of shingle roofs 
from fire is being introduced in some cities. 
It consists of nothing more than a water 
pipe running along the ridgeboard of the 
foot and connected with the water service 
•f the building. The roof pipe is perforated 
at short intervals, so that at a moment's 
notice the roof can be flooded and rendered 
impervious to sparks and bloxing frag- 
ments blown from burning buildings in 
tbe neighborhood. The device is at once 
so simple and effective that one wonders 
why its Introduction was not coeval with 
that of water mains dud hydrants.

Jewel—Beer In tbe Civilised World. 
Tbe group o£ cats, wild and domestic 
constitute one of the taost natural am 
closely allied families In the whole animal 
kingdom. They are so remarkably alike in 
structure, although varying much in size 
and color, that zoologists at the presen 
time consider them as constituting wba 
they term but one genus or group, to al 
tbe animals in which they give the scien 
tine name of Felia, the different animals o 
species composing it b«lB« each distinguish 
«d by a second or specific name. 
The characters of the animals of the ca 


tribe are strongly marked. They are th 
most purely carnivorous of all quadrupeds. 
Thejfcfeed in the natural state on warm 
blooold animals, which they themselves 
have killed, one species only, an Indian 
kind," preying habitually upon fish. Thej» 
may be regarded as the very type of de- 
structive flesh caters, being furnished with 
the most complete and powerful median 
ism for the capture of living animals. 
Cats, large ajud Inaall, are to be found in 


•very part of the world except Australia 
and Madagascar. The largest, are confined 
to the tropical regions of the globe, the lion 
being common in Asia and Africa. The 
tiger ia exclusively Asiatic and, contrar; 
to the usual belief, is eve|t larger than th 
lion. So closely are thes4iwo animals re- 
lated that their skulls c*a hardly be dis- 
tinguished from one another except by 
very skilled anatomist. 
The next largest of tbe group is the 


leopard, a native of both Asia and Africa 
The leopard is {frequently termed the pan 
ther and regarded as a different r.niinal 
but there is no real distinction; between th 
two. The puma, which is sometimes, but 
erroneously, called tgo panther in tho 
United States, and tbe jaguar are the 
largest of the American species. 


The lynxes, which are common to the olt 


world and the new, are distinguished by 
then-short and stumpy tails. Their habits 
however, and structure ore otherwise ex 
actly like those of tho ordinary cats. The 
different species of the wild cate thai 
exist in various parts of the world raise 
the total number of tbe wbole tribe o: 
felidffl to rather more than 40, according to 
the naturalist who is authority for the 
foregoing.

45 degrees, makes the best of boomerangs. 
A branch grown at about that angle is also 
good. A good boomerang may be cut from 
a board of hard pine, observing the proper 
angle. It in cut flat below, and slightly 
convex on the upper surface. 
All boomerangs are not alike, nor are 


they all made for tbe same purpose. Some 
ore intended act play things, others for hunt- 
ing and fighting. A typical boomerang is 
10 inches long from tip to tip, 2}£ inches 
wide in its broadest part, one-half inch 
thick and weighs 8}£ ounces. 


A native can do almost anything with 
his national weapon, and in such hands it 
is greatly to be feared. A man or animal 
behind a tree, rock or house, where perfect- 
ly secure from bullet* or arrow, cannot es- 
cape the boomerang when thrown by an 
expert. 


Even when thrown to a distance of 200 to 


800 feet, whic*h_a native docs with ease, it 
returns to the feet of the thrower unless it 
strikes something in its Sight. But when 
aimed at something, so soon as it strikes 
that object, it either falls or assumes an 
entirely different flight, bat does not re- 
turn to the thrower. The foregoing in re- 
gard to this curious weapon is gleaned from 
an interesting account of it in Popular 
Science News. 


The Cobra's Jewel. 


We all have heard of the Jewel situated 
in the head of a toad—in fact, Shakespeare 
alludes to it, saying, "Which like the toad, 
ugly and venomous, possesses yet a precious 
jewel in its head." 
In India there is a common superstition 
to the effect that the jeweled cobra, a most 
poisonous reptile, can never be found with- 
out its precious stone. The natives assert 
that as soon as a cobra loses its stone or has 
it taken away it eventually dies a lingering 
death or commits suicide. 


Tho Electrical World tells of an investi- 
gation into this matter of the "cobra's 
jewel," which led to tho discovery that the 
cobra, whilo young, makes a search for a 
phosphorescent pebble, composed probably 
of barium sulphide, which upon being 
slightly heated resembles the light emanat- 
ing from the female firefly. Thia he lays 
upon the ground Immediately in front of 
his mouth, and as the winged insects ap- 
proach they become an easy prey to this 
most venomous reptile. 


Beer In the Civilized World. 


Some notion of tbe enormous consumption 


of beer in the civilized countries of tbe 
world may be gained from the fact that 
last year no less than 0,000,000,000 gallons 
of beer were imbibed in Europe alone. A 
foreign journal says: Germany of course 
headed the list of constimants with 1,051,- 
OOC.OOO gallons, Great Britain being a good 
second with 865,000,000. Third came Austria 
with 800,000.000 gallons; while France and 
Belgium were "bracketed fourth" with 
220,000,000 apiece. Denmark "tails" the list 
with A miserable 145,000 gallons. Of extra 
European countries the United States of 
course comes ntat. with an annual con- 
sumption of 800,0«00,000, Australia taking 
seconiipla^a^ag.W.O^kS'te aba v<j figures 
of course represent round numbers.

GOOD HEALTH. 


HOW HEADACHE IS PREVENTED 


FROM RECURRING. 


Superior Treatment for Burns—Art for 


Amateurs—China Decoration*—Striking 
Design*. 
"Since civilization began, if not since 
time vraa bom, women have been tbc slaves 
of a viewless bat powerful monster whose 
shadow can darken tbe wbole of beaven 
till it posses—a monster known as the head- 
ache. And it is but recently that it lias 
been found possible in some degree to com- 
bat its power." 
Harper's Bazar, just quoted, says, con- 
cerning some forms of this affliction, that 
a headache as frequent as any is caused by 
undue strain upon the eyes, by the presence 
of astigmatism and supcraensitivenesB and 
by their incessant use in bad light. This is 
to be attended to by the oculist, although 
more care in the habit of using the eyes 
does much to relieve the trouble. 


Tho headache which seems to be rheu- 


matic and i» the result of exposure to 
cold or draft or sudden changes is best 
treated with hot applications, hot water 
bans and gentle friction at the place of 
pain, which readily relieve it for a time. 
But when tbe pain la persistent, keeping 
up its sharp torment day after day, tbe 
physician's oversight is required. 


There are many ways of casing the 


nervous and congestive headaches. Per- 
haps the best way is not to have thorn 
that is, by undertaking no more than the 
strength is pqual to, by not wearing one's 
self out with tbo perfect or too laborious 
housekeeping, with too much caro or study 
or work of nuy kind, by dismissing anx- 
ieties, by bathing, by living in sweet 
and fresh air and by taking sufficient 
sleep. Another nnd^often an easier way is 
through the nervous effect; of the various 
phenacetine aud caffeine and, bromide pre- 
parations that the physician prescribes with 
more or less hesitation. 


Although it is not possible at the tijno 
that tiie headache is on in full force to 
make much mo\ cment, an almost sure im- 
pediment to its frequent recurrence is to be 
found in esisy physical exercises which 
will call the blood from the dilated vessels 
of tbe head to warm the bands and to fill 
the arteries in tho legs and arms and main 
body. A teacher of gymnastics can best 
avail here, but in the absence of such there 
arc simple movements easily made which, 
if undertaken daily and continued for same 
time, will be of great use—tlfij circular 
swinging of tbe arrus extended crosswise, 
the raising and bending of the leg* alter- 
nately and stretcbinfi out flrst one and then 
the other horizontally in front while stand- 
ing on the other and swinging it in a circle, 
clasping the hands behind tbo head and 
leaning over sidewise to right and left. All 
this, pursued reasonably, will take but a 
few momenta morning and night and will 
oblige the blood to forsake the head vessels 
and thus give tbou; time to assume their 
normal condition and do much to prevent 
tbe habit of congestion. 


Superior Treatment For Bum*. 


If a person has been burned by the cloth- 


ing catching fire, remove the clothing as 
aoon as possible, talcing care to keep tbe 
burned surface drenched with tepid water, 
and be sure not to drag upon the injured 
skin in such a way as to pull it off, as it is 
the best possible protection for the tender 
flesh beneath. When the clothing baa been 
removed, keep the burned surface covered 
with cloths wrung out of soda water, made 
by dissolving a teaspoonful of sodp la a 
pint of water. This is an effectual method 
of treating burns, and it is far superior to 
the old dressing of carrou oil, a mixture of 
linseed oil and lime water, nays Hall's 
Journal of Health. 


To Traeo a Hall la the Body. 


Professor Keen says that the entrance and 
exit of ft ball from a gun or revolver can 
often be determined in the following man- 
ner: When tbe ball enters the body, it is 
black with grease and powder, and on strik- 
ing the skin this is wiped off, and there- 
fore leaves a dirty black mark on tbe skin, 
and being clean when it conies out it does 
not leave a mark.

Incombustible -Wash Tor TVnlls—A NOTB! 


abd Simple fire Protector—The Einoto- 
graph—An Intoroallnc; Fact. 


' A few .particulara to enable a reader to 
Identify the most prominent stars may be 
given as starting points from -which some 
terr excursions Into the spangled heavens 
may be attempted. But the suggestions 
must be considered with reference to the 
ever varying directions of the supposed 
lines In consequence of the daily revolution 
of the aphers. This ia illustrated in tho 


THE S-tTlXG OF THE I,EESEK BEAK, 


cat -wbercin the Lesser Bear is shown as 
swinging round the polar star in different 
positions. Sometimes the Jines of direc- 
tion will be vertical, sometimes inclined, 
bnt nil retaining their relntive positions. 


The "pointers" of the Great Bear indicate 


the polar star in the Lesser Bear, and we 
canioughly estimate the distance between 
the pointers at flve degrees. This will give 
us the distance between the pointers and 
tho polar star as 29 degrees. By folio wing 
on imaginary line through the two north- 
ern slurs of thaWason (the Bear) avray 
from the Horses, we shalL flnd Capella 
about 50 degrees away. 


If we pans from the first star next the 


"Wagon of "Charles' "Wain" to the pole star 
aud past It, we shall arrive at an irregular 
"W. This la Cassiopeia, about ns far be- 
yond Polaris as tho Bear is below it. When 
the latter is low, tlie former is at the zen- 
ith, and so on. 


A line drawn from the pole star through 


the end star of the fJreat Bear leads to 
Arctlirus. A line taken from Ar'ctnrus for 
about an equaL.distonce will, with the pole 
star, make a triangle with Vega. Tho po- 
lar star may be called tho apex. 


Segulua may be fouad southward by 


drawing a line through the first two stnrs 
of tho square in. the Bear (opposite tho

pointers). From Vega, almost opposite the 
pole star, and through it about twice ns 
for away on thfi other side, is Sirius, a bril- 
liant "son." Procyon will be found to the 
westward of Hegnlua about 30 decrees. 
From Brocyon to the pole star o line will 
pass through Pbllujc and Castor. 


From the pole star through Capella, pass- 


ing between Betelgenx and Ballatrix, we 
shall describe a line leading to the three 
stare of Orion's belt. Between it and the 
Pleiades is Aldebaran. There are many 
other stars whioh could be indicated; but 
on a fine evening, if the observer will mark 
them upon a piece of paper, placing the pole 
star in the canter, he will be able to add to 
hia star map very rapidly. 


Incombustible 'vFnBTl for -\Valls. 


Slake stons llme ^ a large tub or barrel 


with Boiling not water, covering the tub or 
barrel to keap in all the steam. "When thus 
slaked pass 6 quarts of it through a flna 
sieve. It will then be in a state of fine flour. 
Now, to 6 quarts of this lime, add 1 quart 
of rock salt and 1 fiallon of water. Then 
boil the mixture and skim it clean. To 
every 5 gallons of this skimmed m'ixture 
add 1 pound of Blum, one-hall pound of 
copperas, by slow degrees, and three-quar- 
ters of a pound of potash and 4 quarts of 
fine sand or hickory ashes sifted. 
: The National Builder, which gives this 
recipe, supposes that any kind of hardwood 
ashes -will answer, as well as hickory, and 
says this mixture will admit of any color- 
ing matter you wish, and may be applied 
with a brush. It looks better than paint 
and is as durable as slate. It will stop 
small leaks In a roof, prevent the moss 
from growing over and rotting the wood 
and render it incombustible from sparks 
fulling upon it. When laid upon brick 
work, it renders the brick impervious to 
rain or wet." 


A. Hovel and Simple Tire Protector. 


Fire and Water states that one of the 


cheapest, simplest and most efficient de- 
vices for the protection ot shingle roofa 
from fire is being introduced in some cities. 
It 'consists of Nothing more than a water 
pipe running along the ridgeboard of the 
>oof and connected with tho water service 
•I the building. The roof pipe is perforated 
Rt shorb intervals, so that at a moment's 
notice the roof oan be flooded and rendered 
impervious to sparks and blazing frag- 
ments blown, from burning buildings in 
the neighborhood. Tho device is at once 
BO simple and effective that one wonders 
why its introduction was not coeval with 
that of water mains and hydrants. 


The Klnetogrnpli. 


.Everybody may not yet understand tha 


purpose of Mr. Edison's new instrument, 
the kinetograph. The Industrial World 
explains that the apparatus consists of an 
optical lantern, a device by which, a mov- 
ing image is projected on a screen simul- 
taneously with the production by a phono- 
graph of the words or song which accom- 
pany the movements pictured. Thris tha 
photograph of a .prlma donna could be 
shown on the screen, with the movements 
ol the arm, the'^head and tho body, to- 
gether With the changes of facial expres- 
sion, while the phonograph would repro- 
duce the BOEg.

ANIMALS OF THE FELINE SPE- 


' 
CIES NOT KNOWN 


In Mnclncnscar and Austrnlla—Tho Most 


Remarkable 
-\VoaiioOfi — TUo 
Coijta's 


Jewel—Beer 111 tlio Civilized World. 


The group of cats, wild and domestic, 
constitute ono of the most natural and 
closely allied families in the whole animal 
kingdom. They are so remarkably alike in 
structure, although varying much in size 
and color, that zoologists at "the present 
time consider them as constituting what 
they term but one genus or group, to all 
tbe.animals in whicli they give tho scien- 
tific name of Felis, the different animals or 
species composing it'beinft each distinguish- 
ed by a second or specific name. 


The characters of the animals of the cat 


trihe are strongly marked. They are the 
most purely carnivorous of all quadrupeds. 
They feed in the. natural state on warm 
bloodt-d animals, which they themselves 
•have killed, ono species onl3", an Indian 
kind, preying habitually upon flsh. They 
may be regarded as the very type of de- 
structive flesh eaters, being tarnished with 
the most complete and powerful mechan- 
ism for the capture of living animals. 


Cats, largo and small, are to.be found in 


every part of tho world except. Australia 
and Madagascar. The'largest are confined 
to the tropictil regions of the globe, the lion 
being common in Asia aud Africa. The 
tiger is exclusively Asiatic and, contrary 
to the usual bellot, is oven, larger than the 
lion. So closely are these two animals re- 
lated that their, skulls can hardly be dis- 
tinguished from -one another except by a 
very skilled anatomist. 


Tho next largest of tho group IB tliei 


leopard, n native of both Asia and Africa. 
Tbe leopard is frequently termed the pan- 
ther and regarded as n different r.niuial, 
but thoro is no real distinction between tho 
two. 
The puina, which is sometimes, lint 


erroneously, called tho panther in the 
United States, and the jaguar aro the 
largest of the American species. 


'.L'he lynxes, which ara common to the old 


world and the ueiv, aro distinguished by 
thdr short and stumpy tails. Their habits, 
however, ttud structure arc otherwise ex- 
actly like those of tho oi'dlanry cats. The 
different species of tha wild cats that 
exist in various parts of the world raise 
tho total number of the whole tribe of 
felidns to rather nioro than 40, according to 
the naturalist who is authority for the 
foregoing. 


Tlio 3>Iosb Kouinrlcnl>le of "VFcnpona. 


It is singular that the most wonderful of 


weapons should hnve been tho resuic of the 
ingenuity of the very lowest type of human- 
ity—the Australian aborigine. 
Another 


strange fact is that, regardless of years of 
practice, tue wMto man does not become an 
expert in tho use of the boomerang. 


The boomerang is tho simplest of all 


weapons. It is made of hard, tough wood; 
curved—not in the form of the segment of 
a circle, but in the form of a parabola, A 
bent root of u tree, having an angle, of aboul 


45 t^grees, makes the best o£ boomerangs. 
A branch grown at about that angle is also 
good. A good boomerang may be cut from' 
a board of hard pine, observing the proper 
angle. It is cut fiat below, and slightly 
convex on the upper surface. 


All boc-meraogs are not alike, nor are 


they all mnde for tho same purpose. Some 
are intended as playthings, others for hunt- 
ing and fighting! A typical boomerang is 
19 inches long from tip. to tip, 2% inches 
wide in its broadest part, one-half inch 
thick nnd weighs 8>;J ounces. 


A native can do almost anything with 


his national weapon, and in such hands it 
is greatly to be feared. A man or animal 
behind a tree, rock or house, whare perfect 
]y secure from bullet or arrow, cannot es- 
cape ths boomerang when th'rown by an 
expert. 


Even when thrown to a distance of 200 to 


600 feet, which a native- does with ease, it 
returns to the fect'of tbe thrower unless it 
strikes something in its flight. But when 
aimed at something, so.soon as it strikes 
thn.t object, it cither fulls or assumes on 
entirely different flight, but does not re- 
turn to the thrower. The foregoing in re- 
gard to tbis curious weapon is gleaned from 
nn interesting account of it iu Popular 
Science News. 


Tlie Cobra's Jewel. 


We all hnve heard of the jewel situated 


in tho head of a toad—in fact, Shakespeare 
alludes to it, saying, "Which like the toad, 
iigly and venomous, possesses yet a precious 
jewel in its head." 


In lodin. there is a common superstition 


to the effect that the jeweled cobra, a most 
poisonous reptile, can nevel1 be found with- 
out its precious stone. The natives assert 
that as soon as a cobra loses its stone or has 
it taken away it^aventntUly dies a lingering 
death or commits suicide. 


The Electrical World tells of an investi- 


gation into this rn^atter ' Of ;the "cobra's 
jewel," which, led to the discovery that the 
cobra, while young, makes n search for a 
phosphorescent pebble, composed probably 
'of barium, sulphide, which upon being 
slightly heated resembles th alight emanat- 
ing froin the female firefly. This he lays 
upon the ground Immediately in front of 
his mouth, and as the winged insects ap- 
proach thoy become an easy prey to this 
most venomous reptile. 


Boer In tho Civilized,World. 


Somenotion of the enormous con sumption 


of beer in tbe civilized countries of the 
world maybe gained from tbe fact that 
last year no less than 3,000,000,000 gallons 
of beer were imbibed in Europe alond. A 
foreign journal says: Germany of course 
headed the list of consumants with 1,051,- 
000,000 gallons, Great Britain being a good 
second with 6135,000,000. Third come Austria 
with 800,000,000 gallons; while Franca and 
Belgium were "bracketed fourth" with 
320,000,000 apiece. Denmark "tails" the list 
with a miserable 143,000 gallons. Of extra 
European.' countries the 'United States .of 
course comes, first, -with...an. annual .con- 
sumption of 600,bOO,60Q,-'Australia taking 
second place at 22,500,000. Tho'above figures 
of course represent rcnind''nririib'crs.-

of astigmatism and supcrsensitivaness and 
by their Incessant use in had light. This is 
to b'e attended to 'by the oculist, although 
more care I'D tbe habit of using the eyes 
does much to relieve the trouble. 


Tho headache' which seems to be rheu- 


matic and is tho result of exposure to 
cold or dratfc or sudden changes is best 
treated with hot applications, hot water 
baRB and gcptlo friction at the placo of 
pain, which readily relieve it for n, time. 
But when tho pnin is persistent, keeping 
up its sharp torment day after day, tho 
physician's oversight is required. 


There aro many ways of easing the 


nervous and congestive headaches. Per- 
haps tho best way is not to have them— 
that is, by undertaking no.more than tho 
strength is equal to, by not wearing one's 
self out with too perfect or too laborious 
housekeeping, with too much care or study 
or work oE any kind, by dismissing anx- 
ieties, by bathing, by living in sweet 
and fresh air tied by taking.sufficient 
sleep. Another and often an easier way is 
through tao nervous effect of .the various 
phcnacetine nncl caffcino and bromide pre- 
parations that the physician prescribes with 
moro or less hesitation. 


Although it is not possible at(tho tiiuo 


that tliD headache is on in full "force to 
make much movement, an almost sure im- 
pediment to its frequent recurrence is to be 
found in cusy physical -exercises which, 
will call the blood from the dilated vessels 
of the head to warm the hands and to fill 
tho arteries in tho legs and arms and main 
body. A teacher of gymnastics.can best 
avail here, but in the absence of such there 
are simple movements easily made which, 
if undertaken daily and continued for como 
time, will be of great use—tho circular 
swinging of - the arms extended crosswise, 
the raisins and .bending of tho legs alter- 
nately ancl stretching out first one and then 
the other horizon tally in front whilcstand- 
injjon.the other and swinging it in a circle, 
clasping chs bauds behind tho heud and 
leaning over siduwiss to risht aud left. All 
this1, pursued reasonably, will take but a 
few moments* morning and night *nd will 
oblige tho blood to forsako tlje hend vessels 
and thus give those time to assume their 
normal condition and do much to prevent 
the habit of congestion. 


Superior Treatment Irol- Duriifl. - 


If a person has been burned by the cloth- 


ing catchlnp; fire, removo tho clotbins as 
soon as possible, taking care to keep the 
burned surface drenched with tepid water, 
and be sure not to drag upon the injured 
skin in such a way as to pull it off, as it is 
the best possible protection for the tender 
flesh beneath, "When tho clothing has been 
removed, keep tha burned surfufiu covered 
with cloths wrung out of soda water, made 
by dissolving a teaspoonful of soda in a 
pint of water, This is an effectual method 
of trcatiriK burns, and it is far superior to 
the old dressing of carron oil, a mixture of 
linseed oil and lime water, says Hull's 
Journal of Health.

Tc TracQ a nail In tlio Body.

Steamer City of Lowell to be Launched 


»t B»th Next Tuesday. 


BATH, Me., Nov. 17. The steamer City 


of Lowell, tbe latest and finest addition to 
the Norwich & New York Transportation 
company's line, to be launched here Tues- 
day next, is a steel vessel, 230 feet over all, 
60 feet extreme breath, and will draw 13 
feel when loaded. 


She will have two triple expansion en- 


gines of 4500 horse power, developing a 
speed of not less than 20 miles per hour. 
Tbe'dining room, kitchen and smoking 


rooms will be on the gallery deck; also 35 
double staterooms. On the saloon deck 
there will be 81 double-berth state rooms 
and 26 large rooms with brass bedsteads. 


The social saloon will be on the after 


main deck, and just aft of that will be tbe 
ladles' cabin, containing six double-berth 
staterooms and 27 free berttis. 
About 200 feet of tbe main deck will be 


devoted to freight. 


The lower decks forward and aft wilt be 


devoted entirely to free berths, there being 
90 forward and 102 aft. 
The ship will be lighted throughout by 


electricity, having two independent plants 
of 700 lamps. There will be a big search 
light on the pilot house. Her cabins will 
be finished In white and gold. 


Steam wilt be famished by six boilers of 


the Scotch return type, built for a pressure 
of 16 pounds.

TO BRING WARD FOUR IN A. DI- 


RECT LINE WITH CITS HALL. 


Au Interview 
With F. O'Hearn TTho 


Want* tlie Board of Trade to Further 
a Ni/w Kapld Tranalt Plan. 
Last Tuestiay evening at tbe Board of 


Trade after the members- of the boaprd 
and their invited speaker, Mr. Cummings, 
bad finished their arguments for and 
against the charter, and after resolution 
asking for an elevator at the depot had 
been passed, Mi. P. O'Hearn^a member, 
offered a resolutinn praying that Worthen 
street might be extended from Fletcher 
street to a point near tbe Franklin school, 
adding that it would be a much needed im- 
provement, 


Not much attention was given tbe mat- 


ter at the time, owing, probably, to the 
lateness of the hour, yet the chairman ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the mat- 
ter which wtll be brought up at the next 
meeting, In a few weeks. 


*'Js that extension a much needed im- 


provement?" was asked Mr. O'Hearn by a 
SUN reporter, yesterday. "One who stands 
at Franklin school and gazes in the direc- 
tion of city hall, would immediately agree 
that it is," answered he, "for the proposed 
extended street is to make a more direct 
route from city hall to Ward Four, and no 
better route could be picked out." 


Mr. O'Hearn then expressed bis views 


of the project somewhat as follows: 


"Residents of Ward Four, and merchants 


and business men whose affairs necessi 
tate a wagon or carriage in that particular 
part of the city feel greatly the need o 
such a street, for the stieet in frbnt of tbe 
northern depot 
is almost continually 


blocked, and is dangerous, and will be 90 
as long as two grade crossings are allowed to 
remain there. These hindrance to trave 
together with the great distance is aufflc 
lent to make a respectable amount of 
citizens earnestly favor the scheme. 
"Then, the uew street, for the greater 


distance will be through unoccupied land, 
which will thus be brought into the market 
and taxed while tbe city and the lane 
owners will be benefltted. The land there 
has been idle for some time and will be 
probably in future unless this new street 
creates a-demand for it, increasing at tbe 
same time its value. 
"Again the street itself. The greater 
part in fact nearly all of the money re 
quired to build it will be paid out to labor- 
ing people who will build it. Of course 
material will cost something, yet some 
people will get employment and a living 
for tbe winter." 
"As yet, no reason why the proposed ex- 


tension should not be put through, has 
been presented." 


"The committee appointed by the board 


in their report will probably uive tbe lines 
of the proposed extension, which are 
i 


yet undetermined." 


However according to Mr. O'Hearn's 


plan, it will be comparatively easy to define 
such a street. 
Once over'the railroad 


track as he suggests tbe land is clear of 
obstruction and no trouble anticipated. 
The road may come out at a point on Mid- 
dlesex street just beyond the school, or by 
a slight deviation may be brought out just 
at the junction of Middlesex and Branch 
streets. 
Where to begin will be the question. 


Directly across from the corn«£ of Worth- 
en and Fletcher streets or1^ further \ip 
Fletcher street. 
Whenever it begins no 


more than one or two buildings will be cut 
through and it is doubtful if the owners of 
them will raise serious objections, in Mr. 
O'Hearn's opinion. 
That the new extension will necessitate 


another grade crossing, may be an objec- 
tion raised. Even so, the one crossing on 
tbe proposed street would be less danger- 
ous and bothersome than tbe two on Mid- 
dlesex street, aud perhaps a bridge may be 
thrown over the tracks, doing away with 
any crossing, as the tracks are consider- 
ably lower than the end of tbe present 
street. 


The last consideration is the canal which 


must be bridged. A comparatively easy 
matter in. the construction of the street.

U.ATH, Me., Nov. n. The steamer City 


of Lowell, the latest and finest addition to 
the Norwich & New York Transportation 
company's line, to be launched here Tues- 
day next, is a steel vessel, 230 feet over all, 
BO feet extreme breath, and will draw 13 
feel when loaded. 


She will have two triple expansion en- 


gines of 4500 horse power, developing a 
speed of not less than 20 miles per hour. 


The dining room, kitchen and smoking 


rooms will be on the pallery deck; also 35 
double staterooms. On the saloon deck 
there will be 81 double-berth state rooms 
and 25 large rooms with brass bedsteads.

main deck, and just aft of that will be the 
ladies' cabin, containing six double-berth 
staterooms and 27 frei: berths. 


About 200 feet of the main deck will be 


devoted to freight.

Decision of the Supreme Court of. Illinois—Jugg-

The supreme court ot -Illinois lias de- 


clared that the weekly payment law, 
which was passed by the legislature in 
1801, is unconstitutional. So it goes ;ill 
around. Anything that is intended as a 
protection of tho poor ngainst tlio greed 
of the rich, of tho weak against tho op- 
pression of tho strong, is unconstitu- 
tional. No wonder tho powers that bo 
are so devoted to constitutions. It is 
about time, if the people expect to bo al- 
lowed to live at all as human beings, 
.that wo had some ncvr constitutions. It 
is very clear that Elinois Eijocls ono. 


, Through the influenceof organized labor 
! caveral labor reform bills wore adopted 
; by the Illinois assembly of 1C01. Nearly 
every one of these laws lias since been 
declared unconstitutional. Constitutions 
and supreme courts seem to be beyond 
tho influence of the workingman's bal- 
lot. If the majority says so. they can 
both bo abolished. 


providing tor tho pn nishment of tha 
green goodu man. Thus it is perfectly 
in accord with constitutions to prevent 
a man who is willing to profit by han- 
dling counterfeit money from being 
robbed and to restore to himhia money, 
but an honest workingman may not pro- 
tect his earnings by a law which, pre- 
vents his follows from breaking down a 
just rule of cash payments because, for- 
sooth, that would interfere with some- 
body's "liberty" and "freedom." Under 
this decision laws prohibiting tho. em- 
ployment of children under a certain age 
may bo declared unconstitutional, and 
many others which will occur to . tho 
reader. - By tho way, how about the 
law punishing those who attempt suicide 
inil fail? 


But about the weekly payment law 


and the supreme court's declarations 
concerning it: The law declares that 
"every manufacturing, mining, quarry- 
ing, lumbering, mercantile, street, elec- 
tric and elevated railway, steamboat, 
telegraph, telephone and municipal cor- 
poration," and other companies named, 
"shall pay weekly each and every em- 
ployee engaged in its business the wages 
earned by such employee to within six 
days of tho dato of such payment." Tho 
law also forbids employees from mak- 
ing special contracts waiving their rights 
as guaranteed in the law—that is, no 
employee shall connive with his em- 
ployer for the defeat of the law by agree- 
ing to accept his wages once in two 
weeks, four weeks or in any manner oth- 
er than as provided in the act. The su- 
preme court rests its decision iu part 
npon tho discrimination made in the act, 
as it names certain corporations which 
shall pay employees weekly, and this is 
defined as special legislation. 


There are several of what are intended 


as general propositions laid down in 
this latest declaration of tho Illinois su- 
preme court, and as it is the custom of 
courts to bolster up their frequently 
unique positions by reference to pre- 
viously rendered 
decisions of other 


courts it may be well to look into .some 
of these propositions. 
The Chicago 


Herald says, "This decision should be 
memorable and a precedent o£ the high- 
est value for its declarations outside of 
the mere technical rulings." 
Here is 


the high sounding paragraph in tho de- 
cision which draws so heavily upon Tho 
Herald's stock of flapdoodle: 


Tho fundamental principle! upon which 


liberty [3 based in a frco and enlightened gov- 
ernment is eqiialify under tho la-vv or the land. 
Jt has accordingly be'en everywhere "held that 
liberty, as that term Is used In tho constitu- 
tion, means not only freedom of the citicen 
from servitude and restraint, but ia deemed 
to embrace the right of every mim to he frco 
In tho use of his pov.-ers and faculties, and to 
Edopt and pnis-nc such avocation or calling as 
ho may choose, subject only to tho restraints 
necessary to sccuro tho common -\velfare. 


I rather lean toward the opinion that 


the decision of the Illinois judges will be 
accepted inoi-o cheerfully by the corpo- 
rations than by tho workingmen. The 
employers are strong on that kind of 
freedom which enables them to pay their 
employees when they please and. in the 
checks which they cash at their store, 
fay days a month apart compels the 
employee to "fan a bill" at the store, 
and as that is tho only place where he 
can get what ho and his family have to 
have, ho pays the exorbitant prices 
charged or goes without. Those who 
have investigated tlie "truck" system 
know that tho majority of employees 
where tho system-is in operation do not 
handle -a dollar of money in a year 
Just how fftr back toward tho "truck" 
system this supremo court decision turns 
Illinois I am not aware, but that it opens 
the way for. its full reinstatement in 
timo I do not doubt. 


That is the same stereotyped bun- 


combe that Judge Ricks used at Toledo 
when he declared that a railroad en- 
gineer should not "be free in the uso of 
his powers and faculties" when such 
freedom interfered with the operations 
of a railroad monopoly. It is tho regu- 
lation guf£ which is used to bamboozle 
gudgeons. "Liberty" and "freedom" arc 
woYds which appeal to the sentimental 
side of every civilized being; they touch 
the heart, quicken the pulse and arouse 
the better nature in every American as 
no other words do, and nobody knows 
this better than would bo masters and 
the tricksters who would aid them in 
enslaving their fellow men. Hence poli- 
tician and plutocrat jngglo with those 
words, dazzling the eyes of sincere pa- 
triots while forging the chains with 
which to bind them, 
I have noticed 


that those who prate most about the 
danger to freedom and liberty from the 
interference of organized society are 
those who through manipulations of that 
organization are enabled to feather their 
own nests at the expense of others. 


The "common welfare" .is another 


stock expression of the flimflammers. 
In the lexicon of the average supreme 
judge the "common welfare" means the 
undisturbed operation of u, system which 
enables the few to enjoy the fruits of 
the labor of tho many. According to 
tho supreme court of Illinois a man may 
enjoy liberty and eserciso the rights of 
a freeman up to the point where ho be- 
gins to impose upon the common wel- 
fare. That is a sound principle, but eas- 
ily one-half of our institutions conflict 
with it, and when the rights of a labor- 
ing man have been in question tho courts 
of the land, in a majority of cases, have 
trodden it tvnder foot. Tho weekly pay- 
ment law in Illinois was made necessary 
by the rules enforced by many corpora- 
tions of paying their employees in checks 
once a month, which checks could only 
be cashed at the company store. This 
custom was known as tie infamous 
"truck system," by the aid of which cor- 
porations robbed their employees of 10 
to 40 per cent of their earnings. Com- 
mon welfare demanded that tho men 
give up their right to make individual, 
contracts for the protection of them- 
selves and their fellows against the rob- 
ber barons. It was the surrender of a 
theoretical right in exchange for sub- 
stantial justice. 


Here is another way to look at this 


question: A green goods man and his 
victim make a deal (recognized by both 
to be shady). 
Only by considerable 


stretching can "common welfare" be 
drawn into the transaction, and yet we 
have laws,; never decided unconstitn-' 
tional, pronibitinjr such •'"freedom'" end 


A few words in conclusion about con- 


stitutions. Isn't it about time that the 
absurd worship of documents which are 
always so handy as clubs to pound the 
people into subjection should stop? 
They do not assure a single right nor 
prevent a solitary wrong. A constitu- 
tion is said to be -a declaration of princi- 
ples, but laws 'must be enacted to put 
those principles in force. Tha constitu- 
tion at beat is but a collection, of axioms 
upon- which laws may rest, but if, as it 
appears, that constitution is open to dif- 
ferent constructions, what security is 
there in a law? . Look how it works: An 
overwhelming majority in a state or the 
nation may demand certain legislation, 
but after it is enacted half a dozen men 
as supreme coui't juclgea, influenced by 
prejudice or otherwise, can defeat the 
will of the people- by declaring that their 


ustitution will not permit them to 
dve their will. 


There are • prihciples set down in the 


constitution of the United States for 
which I 'have an admiration as high, as 
that of any. other-man in the country, but 
that is purely a. sentiment. When we 
come to practical things under our form 
of government, we must express our 
will in congressional enactments. What 
I object to is that half a dozen old fogies 
may put themselves up against the will 
of tho people aa expressed through their 
representatives, wrapping themselves 
in a document that is too sacred to 
amend except under the most vital cir- 
cumstances, and then with great dif- 
ficulty, say hi graveyard tones,' 'The con- 
stitution, as we, its especial spokesmen, 
read it, declares that you cannot do this 
thing you desire, but must keep on in 
tho old way." "We ought to hitch both 
teams at the front end of our chariot, or 
cut the traces of tho team that is hold- 
ins'back.

in Vienna and' the other large towns in 
Austria, .as well as tho Slavs throughout 
tho Cis-Leithan' kingdom, are to be dis- 
appointed in their hope of gaining the 
right to vote for members of the reichs- 
rath. Count Taafie has succumbed to a 
coalition of the German'Left, which has 
sacrificed tho German workingmen to 


I their middle class compatriots, with the 
' representatives of the Polish and Bo- 
hemian aristocracy, who have shown 
themselves equally -indifferent to the in- 
terests of the masses of their countrymen. 


For the present the project of reform 


has miscarried, because the Hapsburg 
kaiser, deferring possibly to influence 
from Berlin, has Tefused:to sustain his 
ministry. Had Count Taaff o been upheld 
by liis sovereign, lie would have dissolved 
tho reichsrath and-ordered a now general 
election. He certainly would not have 
consented, before a vote of censure waa 
passed, to withdraw his bill and recon- 
struct tho cabinet.—JTew York Sun.

Some New York Factory Girls. 


Mrs. Nagle,.deputy factory inspector, 


grows eloquent in speaking of the unself- 
ishness prevalent among the factory girls 
of New York. Frequently the laws are 
violated under the .stress of biting pov- 
erty. Piece workers irefuse' to take the 
noon recess, It is not an uncommon oc- 
currence to see an operator on fur goods 
or clothing open a drawer in the ma- 
chine table, take out a^roll, and, without 
stopping to remove the fluff from it, feed 
herself with one hand while she guides 
the work under the needle with tlie other. 


Girls who work this way are; as a rule, 


poor immigrants- from .Russia or Italy. 
These, too/ are the indefatigable toilers 
who take work home and sew half the 
night. They aro strong, or they couldn't 
do it. Few of them do it long, however. 
They marry early in life, work "a few 
months, save all they make and go west 
or soivth with their, husbands.. 


Strikers Are Still Citizens. 


Several members of tho amalgamated 


building trades in. New York city were 
recently arrested for walking up . and 
down the public streets in the vicinity of 
a job which they had "struck." Com- 
plaint was made .to the. board of police 
commissioners by. a committee from the 
board of walking delegates. The com- 
mittee further alleged that the police- 
men had- instructions to arrest any 
striker who presented 'himself in the 
blocks specified.

The commissioners' decided that tho 


rights of the strikers as citizens, per- 
mitted them to use any thoroughfares 
they wanted, provided they were not the 
means of raising a disturbance.1 Here- 
after should the striker's be molested by 
the police without better causa they have 
instructions to prefer charges against 
tho offenders.

Chicago's Labor Library. 


The Building Trade's council has ap- 


pointed a special committee to solicit 
funds to carry, on'the free1 library opened 
by tho organization a-year, ago;- It was 
expected that.tho proceeds of -the Labor

than 10,000 volumes, and -the rooms are 
daily crowded with workingmeri. Thus

How.to Mc.asnre tlje Earth. 


It was not'until 1669 that the circum- 


ference of the earth was;reckoned at ap- 
proximately 25-, 000 miles, but an aston- 
ishingly good1 estimate of the measure- 
ment w.a;6 made ore-correct mathematical 
principles by Erastosthenes, an astrono- 
mer who died SOO'yoars before the Chris- 
tian era. It had beeri.'kno-vm by astrono- 
mers for 400'yeai-a 'before that that the 
earth was spherical, but Erastoatheues 
was the first who is known.to have-.under- 
taken the measurement,.- and he devised 
the method nbw-usefl.. He-observed that 
at. Syene, in'up^er Egyj)t,-the sun was ex- 
actly vertical oh-ithe day of tha summer 
solstice, while '"at Alesandria^it was 7 de- 
grees and 12 .minutes away from, the 
zenith. He assumed1 that-the'two places 
were on the . same meridian, and that 
they were 5,000'stndia'Or 625 miles apart, 
and on these assumptions- figured the 
circumference" of the globe at 81,260 
miles. • Unfortunately the distance could 
not be accurately measured. between the 
cities by any methods. then in use. In 
1669 the telescope was,applied: to .meridi- 
an measurement by a.i'rencnman named 
Pickard. " Triangulatipn was not used 
until about the yearif 600. 
Prior to that 


linear measurement b'jjrods,. chains or 
the revolutions of carriago wheels w.as 
relied upon, and' the results were natu- 
rally inaccurate.

MICHAEL IS PROMPTLY 
SET AT 


LIBERTY. 


Because Evidence Was Insufficient to 


Hold Him. 


BOSTON, Nov. IS.—There wes a surprise- 


for these whn atteii'ie'J the preliruinHry 
trial in the Tuole poisouinx case iu South 
Bo3ton yesterday, for at tha conclusion o£ 
the testimony ot Michael Toole he was 
.discharged from 
custody by the court, 


npon the recommendation ot Isaac Puul. 
counsel tot the government. 


It was nearly 10 o'clock when Judge 


Fallen got his regular morning work 
cleared away in the district court and wn9 
Tendy to begin the hearing in the Toole 
case, to decide whether there w;is sufficient 
evidence for holding Michael and Stephen 
Toole, or either o£ them, for tho grand 
jury, on charge ot murdering their mother 
end sister. 


After the. lawyers for the government 


and the defense 
had 'lone the usual 


amount ot preliminary sparring, Michael 
A. Toole WHS called to the witness atand. 
He looked pule. 
After 
answering the 


nsuul questions as to his name, fl^e, em- 
ployment, etc., he told about his connec- 
tion with the dru-g firm of Curtcr, Carter 
(fcKilham, which terminated a year ago 
last August, Since then he has worked 
in several places, anil has called at the 
WnshiuHton-sireet drug store many times 
on basinets and to sea tlie clerk with 
whom he was lormerly associated. 


Bought CytraVdB of Vutunlum. 


The last time he remembers calling 


there was between five and seven weeks 
ago, when he bought a quarter of a pound 
of. cyanide of potassium ot a clerk named 
Charles Adams. He testified that Adams 
asked him wjat he was going to do with 
tbe poison, aud his answer was that it was 
to be used to kill iusects. Then he took 
the poison home and gave it to bis sister 
Mary. It wus in a tin box, and she made 
asjlutlon in a Dickie bottle. A few days 
before he bought the poison, Michael said 
he went to tbft store- of Carter, Carter & 
Kilhnm and askad for it of another clerk, 
who refused to sell the drua for the pur- 
pose required. The cyanide of potassium 
was finally purchased at the instance of 
Mary Toole, und with money furuished by 
her. 


Michael then told the story of hia doings 


on the day of the murders, in answer to 
questions by Mr. Paul, while Michael J. 
Creed watched him and ODCB in a -while 
made an objection. During the forenoon 
of the day, Michael said, he was in the 
city on some errands, and returned home 
at about noon. He eoald not remember 
whrtt members of the family he saw upon 
bis return. After dinner he went down 
cellar, whore he was busy fixing BOIES 
boards ut the windows until about i:30 in 
the afternoon. 


Afcer supper iu the evening he was sent 


after the bottle of porter by his mother, 
and upon his return ha left it in tte 
iitcbeu without having seea any one open 
it. The next thing thnt happened was 
when he heard cries and found his mother 
and sister bad been poisoned. At the con- 
clusion ol this testimony the court ordered 
the discharge ol Michael Toole on the 
charge of murder. 


Diary Toole'* Testimony. 


Mary Toole was next called to the stand 


and began her testimony concerning the 
purchase and use ci the cyanide of potas- 
Binrn. Tbe last time she saw the bottle 
her brother Stephen bad it, on the day 61 
the murder, and she saw him empty its 
contents into a jjail at about 11 o'clock in 
the forenoou of tbatdiy. Tbe puil TVOS 
partly full ot water wien S'ephen poured 
the solution into it, und witness did not 
know that there was any more of the 
poison in the house, except in the box 
which Michael purchased ac the store ot 
Carter, Carter & Kilbnm. 


Later in the duy, witness saw Stephen 


empty the contents ot the pail into the 
sink. Perhaps Stephen might have put 
some of tbe solution on some bedsteads 
to kill bedbugs, during the day, but wit- 
ness did uot see him. 
In regard to the 


poison lefc in the box in the dry state, 
witness saw her mother put ic into a 
trunk, and no one connected with the 
huusehold'had seen it since. 


During the day of the murder witness 


did not hear a quarrel between Stephen 
and his mother or any other meaibers of 
the family, and did not have one with him 
herself. In regard to the occurrences dur- 
ing the evening of the murders, Mary told 
practically the same ijory as has been told 
by all ot the membeis of the family since 
tbat time. 


The next witness called was Patrick 


Toole. Patriot said he had not been ut 
home during Wednesday Rtter 7 u'clnck 
in the .morning. Ho returned at about 
10.30 p: m. He went home than because 
his youngest brother went for him to 
where be was spending the evening. 
Patrick's testimony regarding the alleged 
trouble between himself and Stephen was 
considerably different from that of previ- 
ous witnesses. 
He denied having any 


words with Steve on the Monday previous 
to the deaths. He did not accuse Steve of 
taking his pocketbcok. 
So far m bia 


knowledge went he did not notice any of 
the family around after 11 o'clock tbat 
night. He was not aware ot tbe presence 
cfoyanideof potassium in tho houue at 
£ny time. He beard nothing about poison 
in Wednesday eTeaing. 


Knew Nothing About PoiBon. 


Joseph F. Toole, the yonngest ol the 


Bve brothers, followed Patrick. He is 18 
years old and IB employed at the state 
bouse as messenger to Governor Russell. 
Oo Wednesday morning Joseph left home 
kt about 8 o'clock, returning at about 5. 
Had bis supper soon after. He saw his 
mother, father, Minnie nnd Stephen in 
different parts of the house. The latter 
wan in the kitchen. He did not know that 
there was any cyanide of potassium in the 
house. Witness beard Dr. WMpple say 
the deaths of his mother and sister were 
caused by poisoning. HB saw the bottle 
on the bureau. Joseph was not aware 
that hia mother was in. the habit of using 
porter. 


ADother Brother TeBtlflea. 


Jota J. Too!e,^-iother brother, testified 


that ha overheard some wordd between 
Patrick and Michael on Monday evening. 
John laid he did not see Stephen in the 
bonse on Wednesday night He did see 
the bottle ol porter and the two glasses. 
Pid not touch the bottle. Witness saw 
Stephen in tha house late in the evening, 
after tbe tact of the deaths became known. 
He was inthe kitchea-with. an uncle and 
two cousins; did not know the exact time, 
jfever knew poison to be kept in the

"" "WA8HBUKN' IS DEAD. 


Charges Were Vending Agalngt Him For 


Alleged MlideeiU. 


BOSTON, Nov. 18.—John M. Washbnrn, 


ex-treasurer of the Old Colony Ballroad 
company, died at his home at 520 Beacon 
treet, yesterday, at the age of 73 years. 
Mr. Wasbburn was treasurer ot tlie Old 
Colony road up to Sept. 26 last, when a 
meeting of the directors wns held and 
President Choate made the announcement 
tbat an investigation revealed the fact 
tbat he was some 169,090 short in his ac- 
counts, and the office was declared to be 
vacant. 


It is probable that the shock from this 


exposure lead to Mr. Washburn's death, for 
up to that time he had been held in high 
enteem Iu the community and by t'he rail- 
way company which he served. He knew 
that the blow was coming, and had spent 
BO much energy in worrying over it and in 
trying to place himself right that on the 
day the announcement was made lie wad 
too sick to be seen by any one at his home, 
and it was stated at the house that he hsd 
then been confined to his roam for some 
days. 


Since then he has not recovered, nnd, 


when four suits were recently brought 
against him by the company to recover 
the amount of his alleged shortage, tbe 
shock probably caused a relapse, which, 
owing to hia advanced years, he was un- 
able to withstand1. 


Mr. Washburn was a nntive o£ Liver- 


more, Me., where he was born in 1820. 
In 


addition to having held the office of treas- 
urer of the Old Colouy road for 43 yearo, 
he was the treasurer of the Old Colony 
Sttamshlp company and of the Union 
freight line. His son, who lives at home, 
was also employed ia the Old Colony 
offices as a clerk, and other members of 
his family who survive him' are a widow 
and one daughter.

BOSTON, Nov. 18.—Antonio Sacco yester- 


day afternoon pleaded "not guilty" to the 
Indictment charging him with manslaugh- 
ter in causing the death of James Squires 
at the North End several months ago.. 
Judge Richardson fixed his bail at 16000. 


The crime for which Sacco must stand 


trial was committed about fi:30 in the 
evening, May 28. Squires and a friend 
named John Cavansgb, in passing from 
Canny place into Webster avenue jostled 
three Italians who were standing in front 
of tbe place. One of .them strucK Cava- 
CHgh, and he retaliated by knocking his 
osaallaiji down. Upon this Squires inter- 
posed, and as he v?as drawing his friend 
away from the group of Italians the one 
who hud been knocked down arose and, 
drawing a revolver from his pocket, fired 
.three shots at Squires as rapidly aa he 
could pull the trigger. 


Before the smoke from the weapon had 


cleared away Squlree was lying dead on 
the pavement, and the three Italians were 
running through the avenue toward Unity 
street, into which they turned in the direc- 
tion of Charter street. Two of them were' 
soon after arrested, but Sacco, the one 
that fired the pistol shot, escaped.

bery. The question of ending the strike 
was discussed in all its bearings. 


It is announced that it was settled by 


tbe conference that the miners should re; 
sums work at the old wages till February, 
when A conciliation, board will be formed. 
This board will hold its first meeting Deo. 
13. It will be constituted for one year. If, 
at the flnt meeting, the members fall to 
elect a chairman, the speaker of the house 
of commons will nominate ono. The board 
will be empowered to determine the rate, 
of miners' wages. 


The news that work would be resumed 


in the mines on. Monday at the old wages 
was received with demonstrations of Rrea-t 
joy in all the mining centers of tbe mid- 
lanclB. The leaders of the miners read the 
dispatches aloud in the streets, and the 
wniting crowds of strikers cheered them- 
selves hoarse. 
Church bolls were rung in 


all the miniQK towns last evening, and 
thanksgiving services are being held today 
in tbe dissenters' chapels.

PKINCE ALEXANDER DEAD. 


ThB Onee-Fopnlar Balar or Bulgaria 


Dlea on German Soil. 


GHATZ, Nov. M.— Prince Alexander of 


Bnttenberg, formerly prince of Bulgaria, 
died hare yesterday. 


Prince Alexander of Batten berg, ex- 


prince of Bulgaria, wag born April 5, 1857, 
the second son of Prince Alexander of 
Hesse by hia morganatlo marriage with 
the Countess von Kauck. Prince Alex- 
ander served his apprenticeship to the pro- 
fessor of arms iu the Russian service, and 
took part in the Busso-Turkish war ot' 
1877-78. Subsequently he waa transferred 
to the German army, holding a commis- 
sion in the Imperial Life Guards. -In 1679 
he was chosen Prince of Bulgaria by the 
assembly of the notables at Tirnova. 


In 18B5 events forced « collision between 


Bulgaria and Servia. In this short and 
sharp war. Prince .Alexander proved him- 
selt aa admirable commander, winning a 
series of brilliant victories over the Ser- 
vians. Tbe result of his success was the 
union of the two BuJgariM under bis rule. 


This moved the anger of the czar, who 


Sid not wish to see Prince Alexander too 
powerful a potentate, and a series of in- 
trigues was set on loot against him from 
St. Petersburg. On the 20th of August, 
1888, a military revolt, instigated by Rus- 
sia, forced Prince Alexander to abdicate. 
He was taken a prisoner to Russian soil, 
but his subjects clamored for hia return, 
and he was restored to them. 


His experiences hud satisfied him, how- 


ever, that he could not rule in Bulgaria, 
save with the consent ot Russia, and he 
formally abdicated the throne and retired 
to Germany, where he passed the re- 
mainder of.his life. His elder brother is 
the husband of Princess Beatrice of Eng- 
land.

Political Cranks. 


THE 
WHITE 
HOUSE ENTERED 


AND FURNITURE DEFACED. 


Mysterious Burglaries Committed De- 


spite the Greatest Vigilance, 


Xor.K, JNov. 18.—A Washington 


special to Tbe 
Commercial Advertiser 


Bays: 


In spite of all the precautions for the 


protection of tbe president and to keep 
cranks away from the White House, the 
eaored precincis'of the mansion have been 
entered in same mysterious manner, and 
the president's household ia greatly ex- 
cited. 


For many weeks past there has been a 


series of robberies of a mysterious and pe- 
culiar kind in Washington. The burglars 
have stolen but few things, but have at 
>;ach visit destroyed'a considerable amount 
0f furniture, slashing pianos and chairs 
and cutting up tab'& linen and clothing. 
Every effort to trace the criminals has 
failed up to this time. 


Without any thought of burglars, but 


solely for the protection of tee president, 
who Is greatly afraid of. cranks, the White 
House has been, guarded by special detec- 
tives and pollcemeji in addition to the 
regular watchmen, and every precaution 
has been taken to prevent any unauthor- 
ized person.from entering the buildl-ng. 
The east room alone bos been open to visi- 
tors. None hftve been permitted to enter 
thera who looked suspicious, and those 
who have been .permitted to examine the 
house have been iu charge of watchmen. 
All other portions of the house have been 
kept closed to visitors. 


Precautions of No Avail. 


Notwithstanding all these precautions 


It hae been demonstrated that the house 
may be entered-without the knowledge of 
the guardians. 
It has been discovered 


that some person, or persons, possibly a 
crank, baa entered the green room, where 
visitors are not allowed except with a 
guard in attendance, and slashed the fur- 
niture with a knife. 
Great slashes in the 


form of a cross have been cut into the 
beautiful satin upholstery, and other acts 
of vandalism upon the furniture have been 
committed. 


Whether this was wanton vandalism, 


witn no otHer object in view, or whether 
it was done by some crank as a warning or 
threat against the president, ia not known. 
The supposition is that' the cutting uf 
crosses In the furniture is intended as a 
threat, such au senders of bloodthirsty an- 
onymous letters convey by cross bones and 
bloody skulls. 


Whatever may be the motive, the fact 


that an entrance could he made to the build- 
ing, and this act of vandalism committed 
and the culprit escape without being dis- 
covered, hag sent cold chills down the back 
of the president's household. 


A -Visit From "PrlnDBiB Anno." 


The woman who styles herself "Princess 


Anne" of Hoboken, niece of Queen Vic- 
toria, again appeared at the White House 
ye5terday and austerely demanded au 
audience with Mr. Cleveland. The usher 
at the main enterance politely informed 
ber that it would be impossible to sea the 
president until the nacure of her business 
•was known. She refused to give nny in- 
formation on this point, and informed the 
usher that she thought sha had been 
treated very badly. 


"Farewell,", said her highness. "I go, 


but not to return. I-will go back to Ho- 
boken, there to tell my people and my 
aunt's subjects how I have been used."

Color Blindness That Is Rnrb. 


According to The Medical Record, Dr, A.

The 
common form is theereenrcd blindness. 
It so happens that in the establishment of 
signals green and red lights form the most 
commonly used colors, hence from 3 to 5 
percent of men capable of doing work as 
pilots or engineers are kept out of such em- 
ployments, often with results that ara al- 
most cruel. 
Most color blind-men can 


readily distinguish yellows and bluea, and 
the doctor proposes that the red lights 
should have a distinct-yellowish tings 
and the green liflhts a distinctly bluish 
tiuge, In this way the difference between 
signals could be .readily made out by al- 
most all the color blind. 


Borlo Acid For Bolls. 


A physician is quoted as having obtained 


good results in an outbreak of boils by the 
administration for eight to ten days of 10 to 
15 grains of boric acid a day, divided into two 
doses. At the same time, four or five times 
a day, the inflamed nrcas were washed 
with a hot solution of boric .acid'iu the 
strength of 4 percent. Between tbe appli- 
cation of this lotion, compresses were ap- 
plied to the diseased parts, which had been 
wet with the same solution. In this way 
he claimed to have been able to reduce the 
boils which had already formed, and to do 
much toward preventing the other out- 
breaks. By this means he thinks it possible 
to avoid surgical intervention.

There are 
mantles of every possible variety and mil- 
itary and box capes without end. 
t There 


are sacks, jackets and newmarkets and an 
endless array of fancy short capes, that 
should really be styled collars, since they 
can be worn, over tailor made and other 
dresses where the waiat is not quite warm 
enough, and they can also be added to 
cloth jackets with admirable effect. 
Seal 


is the most becoming to all ages and all 
faces, but there is no limit to the kind of 
for employed this season. Side by side 
you will find u rich seal military cape nncl 
one of persian lamb, or of moire ustra- 
khan, or one of skunk, which, by the way, 
IB a very fashionable fur just now, under 
the more elegant title of Alaska snble. 
Beaver and otter are used principally for 
trimmings, as they are both very expen- 
sive. Indeed sea otter is, I believe, dearer 
than seal, if possible. 


Some of the military capes are mado 


with plaited- und butterfly collars, and 
more have round yokes, to which the fur 
of the lower portion, is fulled. All have 
high collars, either medlcis, worth or high 
rolling, with sharp corners. The majority 
of ladies who ,hi\ve been accustomed to 
wearing sealskin prefer the pluin military 
without the plaited or ripple collars, as 
they heat the shoulders unduly and keep 
the upper part of the chest iu a constant 
perapiration. They are very pretty, though, 
and for that reason many get them. It 
looks odd to see rich sealskin bemtred and 
bound with other and cheaper grades of 
fur, bnt that is one of the styles of this 
winter.

SOMETHING ABOUT CRANBERRIES 


PUMEtNS AND OTHER PLANTS. 


EnejUati Wedding Calce—Whmt Everybody 


Likes—Fancy Pen TVJper—Crawllnc Bags 
—Silver and Chliia. 
Hera la a famous JNew York caterer's re- 


cipe for roasting the Thanksgiving bird: 
When the bird ia drawn, washed and wiped 
dry, chop its liver fine with two Bhallots. 
Stir these a little in a buttered pan over the 
fire to cook the liver, and their mix with a 
pound of sausage meat; and, about three 
dozen chestnuts cooked whole; stuff the 
turkey with this, truss nicely, and roast 
two hours or more. Dish the turkey, with 
gravy made in the usual way with a dozen 
roasted chestnuts stirred in. Serve with 
cranberry jelly. 


To cook the cranberries add a teacupful 


tf water to a quart at berries and put them 
ever the fire. After cooking 10 minutes, 
ndd 2 heaping cupfills of sugar and cook 
about 10 minutes longer, stirring them of- 
ten. . Pour them into a bowl or mold, and 
when cold they can be removed as a. jelly. 


Should you prefer that most appetizing 


arrangement, boiled turkey, with oysters, 
try the following, by which even an ancient 
fowl will be rendered tender and juicy: 


For a good sized turkey take 25 large 


oysters and cut them into small pieces. 
Stir them with a quart of bread crumbs, a 
tablespoon?ul of chopped parsley old one ol 
butter, a teaspoonfulofsweetmarjorum and 
pepper and salt to taste. Stuff the bird and 
truss it carefully. Bub it all over with 
lemon jnice to whiten the skin, flour a 
cloth, tie the bird in it and put into a ket- 
tle of boiling water. - Cook it very slowly, 
allowing half au hour to each, pound of the 
turkey's weight. Serve with oyster and 
celery sauce. 


For the pie which,graces every well regu- 


lated Thanksgiving board, the following is 
a good recipe, though, as to sweetening and 
spicea, it must be said that these points are 
larfielya matter of taste and family tradi- 
tion: Pare the pumpkin and take out the 
seeds without scraping the inside, stew and 
strain through a sieve. To every quart of 
milk add 5 eggs, and stir the pumpkin into 
th e milk and eggs until of the proper consist- 
ency. Sweeten with sugar or the best syrup; 
molasses makes it too strong. Add some 
salt, powdered cinnamon, powdered ginger, 
and the grated peel of lemon. Bake in a 
hot oven.

English Wedding Calce. 


The English wedding cake is made in 


tiers, each tier of cake 'being topped by a 
thick layer of almond paste, or marzipan, 
an it ia called. Here is a London recipe for 
marzipan: One pound of ground almonds, 
one <pound of fine sifted loaf BUgar, the 
whites of two new laid eggs and a few 
drops of essence of almonds. Mix the sug- 
ar and the ground almonds well together, 
then add, little by little, the whites of the 
eggs beaten to a froth, until the mixture 
assumes the appearance of a stiff paste. 
As some egga contain more white than 
others, a little less than the whites of-two 
is sometimes sufficient, for the paste needs 
to be quite firm. Make it up into a thick 
block, and let it dry very slowly in a mod- 
erate oven.

Dud Simple fire Protector—The Kliicto- 
fraph—An Interesting Fact. 


i A few particulars fo. enable a reader to 
Sdentify the most prominent stars may be 
given as starting points from which some 
few excursions Into the spangled heavens 
may be attempted. But the suggestions 
must be considered with reference to the 
ever varying directions of the supposed 
lines in consequence of the daily revolution 
of the sphere. This is illustrated in the

cut w?inreln the Lesser Bear is shown as 
swinging round the polar star in different 
positions. Sometimes the lines of direc- 
tion will be vertical, sometimes inclined, 
but all retaining their relative positions. 


The "pointers" of the Greab Bear indicate 


the polar star in the Lesser Bear, and wo 
can roughly estimate the distance between 
the pointers at five degrees. This will give 
us the distance between tha pointers and 
the polar star as 29 degrees. By following 
an imaginary line through the two north- 
ern stars ol tha Wncon (the Bear) an-ay 
from the Horsee, TVB shall flnd Capellii 
about 50 degrees away. 


If we pass from the first star next the 


Wagon of "Charles' Wain" to the pole star 
and past It, wo shall arrive at an irregular 
W. This is Cassiopeia, about ns tar be- 
yond Polaris as the Bear is below it. When 
the latter is low, the former is at the zen- 
ith, and so on. 


A lino drawn from the pole star through 


the end star of .the Great Bear leads to 
Arcturus. A line taken from Aretums for 
about an equal distance will, with the pole 
star, moko a triangle with Vega. The po- 
lar star may-be called the apex. 


Eegulus may be found southward by 


drawing a line through the first two stars 
of tha square in the Bear (opposite the

pointers). From Vega, almost opposite the 
pole star, and. through, it about twice as 
far nway on the other side, is Sirius, a bril- 
liant "snn." Prbcyon will be found to the 
westward of Hegnlus about SO decrees. 
From Procyon^ to the pole star a line will 
rass through Polltts and Castor. 


From the pole star through Capella, pas&- 


IDE between Betelgeux and Ballatrix, we 
shall describe a line leading to the three 
stars of Orion's belt. Between it and the 
Pleiades is Aldebaran. Thero are many 
other slurs which, could be indicated; but 
on a fine evening, if tho observer will mark 
them upon a piece of paper, placing the polo 
star in the center, he will be able to add to 
his star map very rapidly. 


Incombnitlble Wafili Far 


Slake stone lime In a large tub or barrel 


with boiling hot water, covering the tub or 
barrel to keep in all the steam. "When thus 
slaked pass 0 quarts of it through a flna 
sieve. It will then be in a state o£ flue flour. 
Xow, to C quarts of this lime, add 1 quart 
of rock salt and 1 fiallon of water. Then 
boil the mixture and skim it clean. To 
every 5 Rallons of this skimmed mixture 
add 1 pound of alum, one-half pound of 
copperas, by slow 'degrees, and three-quar- 
ters of a pound of potash and 4 quarts of 
fine sand or hickory ashes sifted. 


The National Builder, -which gives this 


recipe, supposes that any kind o£ hardwood 
ashes will answer as well as hickory, and 
says this mixture -will admit of any color- 
ing matter you wish, and may be applied 
with a brush. It looks better than paint 
and is as durable as slate. It will stop 
small lenks in a roof, prevent the moss 
from growing over and rotting the wood 
and render it incombustible from sparks 
fulling upon it. When laid upon brick 
work, it renders the brick impervious to 
rain or wet. 


A Novel and Simple Flro Protector. 


Fire and Water states that one of the 


cheapest, simplest and most efficient de- 
vices for the protection of shincle roofs 
from flre Is being introduced in some cities. 
TL consists of nothing more than a water 
pipe running aloag tho ridgeboard of the 
>oof and connected with the water service 
»f the building. The roof pipe is perforated 
at short intervals, so that at a moment's 
notice the roof can be flooded and rendered 
impervious to sparks and blazing frag- 
ments blown from burning buildings in 
the neighborhood. The device is at once 
BO simple and effective that one wonders 
why its introduction was not coeval with 
that of water mains and hydrants. 


Tho Klnetojrrapli. 


Everybody may not yet understand the 


purpose of Mr. Edison's new instrument, 
the kinetograph. 
The Industrial World 


explains that the apparatus consists of an 
optical lantern, a device by \Thich a mov- 
ing image is projected on a s'creeu simul- 
taneously with, the production by a phono- 
graph of the words or song which accom- 
pany the movements pictured. Thus tho 
photograph of a primfl. donna could be 
shown on the screen, with the movements 
of the arm, the-head arid the body, to- 
gether with the changes of facial expres- 
sion, while the phonojrraph would repro- 
duce the song.

In Madagascar nnd Australia—The Most 


Remarkable 
'VVtaiions — Xlio 
Cobra's 


Jowol—Beer In the Civilized World. 


Tho group of. cats, wild and domestic, 


constitute ono of the most natural and 
closely allied families in the whole animal 
kingdom. Thes are so remarkably alike in 
structure, although varying much in size 
and color, that zoologists at the present 
time consider them as constituting what 
they term but one genus or group, to all 
the animals In which they give the scien- 
tific name of IPelis, the different animals or 
species composing It being each distinguish- 
ed by a second or specific name. 


The characters of the animals of the cat 


tribe are strongly marked. They are the 
most purely carnivorous of all quadrupeds. 
Tbey^eed in tho natural 'state on warm 
blooded animals,' which they themselves 
have killed, one species only, an Indian 
kindT preying habitually upon. fish. They 
maybe regarded ns the" very typo of de- 
structive flesh eaters, being furnished with 
the most complete and powerful mechan- 
ism for tho capture of Jiving animals. 


Cats, large aud jftmall, are;to be found in 


every part of tho \vorld except Australia 
and Madagascar. The largest are confined 
to the troplcul regions of the globe, the )iou 
being common in Asia, and Atriua. The 
tiger is exclusively Asiatic and, contrary 
to the usual -belief, is eveift larger than the 
lion. So. closely are the^o.two animals re- 
lated that their skulls CE£a hardly be dis- 
tinguished from one another except by a 
"very skilled anatomist. 


The next largest of the group is the 


leopnrrt, a native, of both Asia nnd Africa. 
The leopard is ^frequently termed the pan- 
ther nnd regarded as .1 different r.nlmal, 
but there is no real distinction between the 
two. Thopumn/which is sometimes, but 
erroneously, 'called, tho panther in the 
United States, and tho jaguar aro the 
larsest of the American species. 


Ths lynxes, which are common to the old 


world aud the new, are distinguished by 
their short and stumpy.tails. Their habits, 
however, and structure".are otherwise ex- 
actly liko those of tho ordinary cats. The 
different species of the M-ild cats that 
oxisb in various parts o£ tho world raise 
tho total number of the whole tribe of 
felidsB to rather more tliau 40, according to 
the naturalist who is authority' for the 
foregoing. 


Tlio Mast Remarkable of Weapons. 


It is singulp.r tbat the most wonderful of 


weapons should have been the result of the 
ingenuity of the very lowest type of human- 
ity—the Australian aborigine, 
Another 


strange fflct is tbat, regardless of years of 
practice, tho white man docs not become an 
expert in tho use of the boomerang. 


Tho boomerang is the simplest of all 


weapons. It is made of hard, tough wood: 
curved—not in the form of the segment of 
a circle, but iu, tho form of Q parabola. A 
bent root of a tree, having an angle of nbouf

45 Agrees, makes the best of boomerangs. 
A branch grown at about that angle is also 
good. A good boomerang may be cut from 
a board of hard pine, observing tho proper 
angle. It in cub flat below, and slightly 
convex ou the upper surface. 


All boomerangs arc not alike, nor are. 


they all m.ide for the same purpose. Some 
are intended as playthiugs, others for hunt- 
ing and fighting. A typical boomerang is 
19 inches long from tip to tip, 2}£ inches 
wide in its broadest part, one-half inch 
thick and weighs B% ounces. 


A native cau do almost anything with 


his nation.il weapon, and- in such hands it 
is preatly to be feared. 'A man or animal 
behind a tree, rock or house, where perfect- 
ly secure from bullet* or. arrow, cannot es- 
cape the boomerang when thrown by an 
expert. 


Even when thrown to a distance of 200 to 


800 feet, which> native does With ease, it 
returns to the feet of the thrower unless it 
strikes something in its flight. But wheu 
aimed at something, so soon as it strikes 
that object, it either fulls or assumes an 
entirely different flight, but does not re- 
turn to the thrower. Tho foregoing in re- 
gard to this curious weapouisRleanedfcom 
an interesting account of it in Popular 
Science News. 


The Cobra's Jewel. 


Wo all have heard of the jewel situated 


in the head of a toad—in fact, Shakespeare 
alludes to it, saying, "Which like the toad, 
ugly and venomous, possesses yet a precious 
jewel in its head." 


In India thero is a common superstition 


to the effect that the jeweled cobra, a most 
poisonous reptile, cau never be found with- 
out its precious stone. The natives assert 
that as soon as e. cobra loses its stone or has 
it taken away it eventually dies a lingering 
death or commits suicide. . 


Tho Electrical World tells of an investi- 


gation into .this matter, of tha "cobra's 
jewel," which led to tho discovery that the 
cotra, while- young, makes a search for a 
phosphorescent pebble, composed probably 
of barium sulphide, which upon being 
slightly heated resembles thelight emanat- 
ing from the female firefly. Thia he lays 
upon the ground Immediately in front of 
his mouth, and as the winged insects ap- 
proach, they become an easy prey to this 
most venomous reptile. 


Boer In the Civilized -World. 


Some notion of the enormous consumption 


of beer in the civilized countries of the 
world may be gained from the fact that 
lastyear.no less than 3,000,OCK),000 gallons 
of beer were imbibed in Europe alone. A 
foreign journal says: Germany of course 
beaded the list of cousumants with 1,051,- 
000,000 gallons, Great Britain, being a good 
second with 855,000,000. Third came Austria 
with 300,000.000 gallons; wh'ile France and 
Belgium were "bracketed fourth" with 
£M>,000,000 apiece. Denmark "tails" tbe list 
with a miserable 145,000 gallons. Of extra 
European countries the'United States'of 
course.-comes'nrst; with' an annual, con- 
sumption of SOOiO'00,000, "Australia, taking 
Eccond.placeqt22,5pO,OQp^'iS<lje.abJ>ve figures 
of course represent round numbers. 


. .The Oldest Proscription. 


Professor Macalisher, in the course of his 


studies in ancient Egyptian, literature, has 
deciphered and translated from Boiled and 
sered papyri some of. the earliest medical 
writings. Among the earliest prescriptions 
was one for a "hair wash," for "promoting 
the growth of the hair," for the mother of 
King Chata, second king of the Crst dynas- 
ty, who reigned about 4000 B. C. It is as 
follows: Pad of a dog's foot, 1; fruit of' 
date palm, l;.ass" hoof, 1.

the best possible protection for the tender 
flesh beneath. When the clothing has been 
removed, keep the burned surface covered 
with cloths wrung out of soda water, made 
by dissolving a teaspoontul of sodi. in u 
pint o£ water. This is an'effectual method 
of treating burns, and it is far superior to 
the old dressing of carron oil, a mixture of 
linseed oil and lirae water, ea'ys Hall's 
Journal of Health.

provement?" was asked Mr. O'flearn by a 
SUIT reporter, yesterday. ."One who.stands 
at Franklin school and gnzes In the direc- 
tion of city hall, would Immediately agree 
that it Is," answered Ke, "for the proposed 
extended street is to make a more- -direct 
route from ciry hall to Ward Eour, and no 
better route could be picked out." 


Mr. O'Hearn then expressed his views 


of ihft project somewhat as follows: 


"Kesidents of Ward Four, and-mercbants 


and business men whose affairs necessi- 
tate a wa»on or carriage iu that particular 
part of the city feel greatly the need of

creates a1 demand for it, increasing at the 
same time its value.

such a street.

The road may come out at a p.oiut on Mid- 
dlesex street just beyond the school, or by 
a slight deviation may be brought out just 
at the junction o£ Middlesex and Branch 
streets. 


Where to begin will be the . question. 


Directly across from tlie corner/of Worth- 
en and Fletcher streets 01*"further up 
Fletcher street. 
Wherever'it begins no 


more than one or two buildings will be cut 
through and it is doubtful if the owners of 
them will raise serious objections, in -Mr. 
O'Hearn's opinion. 


That the new extension' will necessitate 


another grade crossing, maybe an objec- 
tion raised. Even so, the one crossing on 
the proposed street would be less danger- 
ous and bothersome than the two on Mid- 
dlesex street, aud perhaps a bridge may be 
thrown over the tracks, doing away wilh 
any crossing, as the tracks are 
consider- 


ably lower than the end of the present 
street. 


The last consideration is the canal which 


must be bridged. A comparatively easy 
matter in tbe construction of the street.
